His first pastorate was at Mechan- 
ics Falls, Me. He resigned in 1889 to 
attend the Yale Divinity School from 
which he graduated with honor in 
1892. Then followed pastorates in 
the Congregational church, Westerly. 
R. I., ano in Providence, R. I. In 
1898 he went to Springfield, Mass., 
remaining there almost ten years, and 
resigning to go to Washington. D. C. 
During these years Dr. Woodrow had 
taken deep interest in the problem of 
immigration and of Home Missions, 
serving upon the State Board ol Mis- 
sions, both in Rhode Island and in 
Massachusetts, and on the Board of 
Directors of the National Society. 

For the past eight and one half 
years he has been pastor of the Pil- 
grim Congregational Church of St. 
Louis, one of the strongest churches 
of the Middle West. Here he was 
made President of the Ministerial Al- 
liance and of the Church Federation,

EDITORIAL 


BOY SCOUTS 


The city is most fortunate in having 
as its candidate for mayor such a good 
business man as Alderman Leon B. 
Rogers. Every corporation doing a 
business of nbout three millions of 
dollars a year, chooses its president 
or general manager with great care, 
and a municipal corporation should be 
no exception to this wise rule. A 
brief survey of Mr. Rogers' accom- 
plishments clearly shows that he is 
fully equipped for the office of mayor. 
In business life he is the treasurer of 
the Rogers Fibre Co., manufacturers 
of paper and chemical fibres with five 
plants at various places in Maine and 
employing 500 persons. He is also a 
director and member of the executive 
committee of the Market Trust Co. of 
Brighton. In the thirteen years he 
has lived in Newton he has taken an 
active part in public service. As 
chairman of the Red Cross member- 
ship campaigns in 1919 and 1920, he 
helped to put Newton well over the 
top. As president of the Newton Hos- 
pital Association, he organized the 
campaign last winter which yielded 
over $80,000 for that splendid insti- 
tution. He Is a director in both the 
Newton Red Cross and the Newton 
Welfare Bureau and gives a great deal 
of time and thought to that class 
work. During the Boston police 
strike, he took an active part, serving 
as a captain in the Newton Constabu- 
lary unit. He is now serving his sec- 
ond year as a member of the Newton 
board of aldermen. The voters of 
Newton will make no mistake if they 
elect Mr. Rogers as the chief execu- 
tive of the city.

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION 

The members of the Woman’s Asso- 
ciation of Central Church were most 
fortunate in hearing Mrs. FYnnklln 
Warner, President of the Woman’s 
Hoard of Foreign Missions, speak nt 
their meeting at Centrnl Church on 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Warner’s subject was. "The 
Personal Equation in Missions.’’ In 
imagination she took her hearers into 
the different countries of the Orient 
which she had recently visited and in- 
troduced them to a missionary In each 
plnce. 

In Japan, she touched upon the dif- 
ference between the native religion of 
Japan and Christianity especially in 
regard to morality in everyday life. 
She said that in Japan there is no 
provision made in her school system 
for the illegitimate child who Is un- 
registered. and that these are taken 
care of by the missionaries. She told 
of the wonderful work along these 
lines of one little woman and of the 
respect accorded to her. 

In China, she called attention to the 
extraordinary stride which has been 
along educational lines for women in 
a single generation. Women are now 
admitted to Pekin University where 
they have a college of their own. ’ In 
China, the missionaries are every- 
where recognized and protected by the 
official classes. This gives to the mis- 
sionary a wonderful chance to influ- 
ence the future government of China. 

She told pitiful tales of the condi- 
tion of women in India, especially of 
the child widows, and of the vast ig- 
norance of the masses, and of their 
need of doctors and missionaries. Con- 
cluding she said, "The love of Christ 
in the hearts of men will accomplish 
more than any disarmament Confer- 
ence.’’ 

At the close of Mrs. Warner’s speech 
the apples, which the members 
brought with them were opened and 
their contents noted. It was found 
that $238 had been realized in this 
way for the work of Miss Pickens of 
India. 

The excellent luncheon which was 
served was in charge of Mrs. Eugene 
Rust and her committee.

FOOTBALL 

Cambridge Latin Is coming! The 
team that the Newton eleven has long 
been preparing to meet, the team that 
Coach Dickinson regards as a most 
dangerous foe. and the team that all 
football fans are anxious to see stack 
up against the Orange and Black, 
leaves Cambridge tomorrow afternoon 
for the big battle that will start at 
2.30 o’clock on Claflin Field. 

It will be Newton’s last home game 
of the season and the crowd that will 
flock to Lowell Ave. Is expected to 
outnumber any previous attendance of 
the year. The Newton Royal Rooters 
will he on hand to a man while hun- 
dreds of Cambridge enthusiasts will 
accompany the Cantab team to Claflin 
Field. In point of interest and in- 
tense rivalry this game exceeds any 
previous encounter the Newton team 
has taken part In this fall. 

Which team is going to win? Would 
that we knew for certain. We can 
hazard a fairly decent guess, however, 
and since it Is always our policy to 
state things as we truly expect to see 
them turn out, we are going right 
ahead and predict the winner. Ac- 
cording to us, Newton should defeat 
Cambridge Latin. Not that we feel at 
all positive of the outcome but the 
Orange and Black outfit certainly does 
look to have a little something on the 
Cantab crew. 

The Cambridge team has suffered 
but one defeat this fall, losing to Mal- 
den in a game in which the crack 
Cambridge Latin captain. "Izzy’’ Zara- 
kov, was on the sidelines. Malden 
downed the Cantab eleven 14 to 7. hut 
we still maintain that the Cambridge 
team is every bit as strong as the 
eleven that now enjoys a top tie with 
Newton in the Suburban League. 
With Zarakov out of the lineup, Cam- 
bridge was far from being at its best 
against Malden, and even with the 
clever Latin leader sitting oil the 
bench, Malden was somewhat fortu- 
nate to get better than a tie. Had 
Zarakov played against Malden we 
honestly believe the game would have 
terminated in a Cambridge victory. 

From what we have said above the 
reader must have the impression that 
we consider this Mr. Zarakov quite 
some football player. And that im 
pression would be correct. Zarakov 
is one of the best high school players 
in the State; a fast, elusive, running 
hack and a strong, sturdy defensive 
man. He represents fully 50 per cent 
of the Cambridge attack and if the 
Newton line succeeds in holding him 
the game will be as good as won for 
the home team. Let it be said, how- 
ever. that Capt. Zarakov does not in- 
tend that the Newton line shall hold 
him. He remembers how sweet it 
to dash some 70 yards past the New- 
ton team for a touchdown last year, 
a touchdown that enabled his team to 
tie the Champions. And so he goes 
into tomorrow’s game determined to 
better his 1920 feat. It is victory that 
he and his teammates are looking for 
and you can rest assured that all those 
who journey to Claflin Field tomorrow 
are going to see Cambridge battling 
for dear life. 

The Newton eleven is beginning to 
show the results of Coach Dickinson’s 
careful coaching, and from now on the 
Orange and Black should play at top 
form. The 16 to 0 victory over Rindge 
Tech a week ago today was just what 
we expected, although in justice to 
the Rindge team it must be said that 
three of its best players were not in 
the game. However, the fact that 
Newton used practically every man in 
the squad and at all times had control 
of the game goes to show that the vis- 
itors were completely outclassed. 

Capt. "Jake" Stafford is the leading 
scorer in the Suburban League, the 
speedy Newton quarterback having 
carried the pigskin across an oppo- 
nent’s goal line six times. "Herb" 
Garrlty is the second best scorer in the 
League with four touchdowns to his 
credit. The N’ewton eleven also leads 
them all in team scores with a total of 
74 points to 45 for Malden the nearest 
rival. And in addition to all this the 
Dickinsonians are the only high school 
team in the State that has not had i» 
point scored against it. It is going 
to be a tough job for any team to 
shove the ball over the Orange and 
Black line by straight line rushing. 
The forward pass and the fumble are 
the two most dangerous weapons for 
Newton to avoid. Steer clear of those 
two jinxes and the chances for the 
team to finish the year unscored upon 
are very good. 

The other Suburban League games 
for tomorrow bring together Brookline 
and Everett, Malden and Somerville. 
Rindge Tech and Medford. The final 
whistle in these three contests should 
see Everett, Malden, and Medford on 
top. Since its crushing defeat at the 
hands of Newton the Somerville team 
has made wonderful strides and. as 
we predicted in this column some 
weeks ago. is making more than a 
little trouble for all comers. Malden 
must keep up a fast pace to get the 
best of the Red and Blue tomorrow. 

There is one other importunt high 
school game on the card for tomorrow 
and it is a game that all Newton fans 
will watch with great interest. We 
refer to the Waltimra-Portlnnd High 
contest to be played in the Pine Tree 
State. Waltham is a dangerous con- 
tender for the State title and the 
Watch City eleven is one that has yet 
to meet defeat. The Portland team is 
coached by “Jimmy" Fitzpatrick, for- 
mer captain and star drop kicker on 
the Boston College eleven. "Jimmy" 
expects his charges to give Waltham a 
real run for their money but unless 
the Portland team shows more class 
than it has displayed in its previous 
games it will be easy money for the 
Watch City. Waltham should win and 
the chances are that it will. 

And then in the College grid world 
there is the Harvard-Princeton game 
down at Princeton tomorrow. This 
contest Is of particular interest to 
Newton sport followers because of the 
fact that the Great "Hank" Garrlty 
will wear the Orange and Black of 
Princeton, while George Owen and 
Clark Macomber will sport the Crim- 
son of Old Harvard. What a whale of 
a battle tills game will he. Try and 
dope your own winner. We've tried it 
and all we got was a headache.

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CHARTER OBJECTION RAISED 

Alderman Heafhcole Acts Under LIUte Used Pari 
ot Cily Charier and Compels a Special Meeting 


For the first time in several years, 
the power reserved in the city char- 
ter to one member of the aldermen to 
postpone final action on any matter, 
was exercised at the regular meeting 
»of the hoard on Monday night. Aider- 
man Heathcote took this unusual ac- 
tion to prevent the passage of orders 
for the laying oiit of Kenwood avenue 
at an estimated expense of $8780, all 
of which would be repaid to the city 
by the abuttors on that street. This 
took place at the end of a lon& session 
and aroused Alderman Nic'nois who 
stated that this street had been before 
the board for nearly a year and all 
the abuttors on the street but one 
were extremely anxious to have the 
work performed this fall. The street 
Is in very poor condition and is a det- 
riment to development. A postpone- 
ment to the next regular meeting 
would mean that the work could not 
be done this fall, and on his motion 
the board voted to request the Mayor 
to call them in special session on 
Wednesday evening to take further 
action on the matter. 

There was a long delay in calling 
the board together, due, it is said to 
an attempt to reconcile Alderman 
Heathcote on the Kenwood avenue 
matter. When called together by 
Vice-President Whidden. all were 
present save President Harriman and 
Alderman Young. 

There were many hearings. Miss 
Mable Dow, Miss Alice M. Wright. W. 
S. Kilburn and C. M. Glazier appear- 
ing in opposition to an Edison pole on 
Waltham street and Geo. J. Russell, 
F. W. Norris. Rev. C. W. Blackett, 
John Allen. F. J. Gowing. C. A. Lum- 
mus and Mrs. Adams speaking in op- 
position to the proposed widening of 
Jefferson street. Mr. Jenney appeared 
in favor of the petition of the Jenney 
Mfg. Co. for a gasolene filling station 
corner of Walnut and Beacon streets, 
stating that his company was willing 
to give the land for widening Walnut 
street and rounding the corner of Bea- 
con street and would make the en- 
trances and exits to the satisfaction of 
the city. 

No one appeared on Edison poles on 
Warwick road, Page road, Moffat road, 
Carlton road, and Beacon street and 
on petition John C. Kiley for a 3-car 
private garage oi» Hayward road, and 
these petitions were subsequently 
granted. No one appeared at hearings

Lexington street for Lester E. Pratt, 
on petition of O. D. Brett for a 20-stall 
garage at 7 Park street, and on sewer 
construction in Nathan road. Mr. 
John Muse spoke in favor of curbing 
on Green street. 

Mayor Childs sent in requests for 
laying various water mains, for a fire 
hydrant at Lowell avenue and Com- 
monwealth avenue, for $126 for tem- 
porary clerk for Buildings Commis- 
sioner, for $2000 additional award for 
land damages corner of Charlesbank 
road and Washington street, of the 
Planning Board for money to print 
additional copies of their recent re- 
port and request of the Playground 
Commission for additional appropria- 
tions. 

Mr. Edward E. Blodgett sent in a 
scathing criticism of the city depart- 
ments in connection with the Memo- 
rial fountain erected for his son, at 
the corner of Putnam and Washington 
streets.

During the past year, the National Organization of the American Red 
Cross has spent Ten Million Dollars In assisting the disabled Veteran and 
his family. This work Is being done by 2,308 Chapters distributed all over the 
United States. 

There are 26,300 disabled service men In 1,602 public health service, con- 
tract and other government hospitals and soldiers’ homes. This number Is 
increasing at the rate of 1,000 a month, and the Red Cross has been told by the 
Government officials that it will not reach its peak before 1025. 

The service rendered to these men by the Red Cross Is varied and consists 
In obtaining medical treatment, compensation and vocational training for Vet- 
erans, in furnishing financial aid and care for their families and in providing 
recreation and assistance of every sort while receiving treatment and training. 
A Red Cross ’worker is stationed at all hospitals where there are fifty or 
more men. 

The primary obligation of the Red Cross to-day is to render every as- 
sistance it can to disabled Veterans of the War. On account of its wonderful 
organization, ideals and absolute freedom from questions of race, creed or 
color, the Red Cross does render a service and get next to the ex-service man 
in a way that no other organization can. 

* In addition to the foregoing, the Red Cross is carrying on a National 
Campaign in Public Health Nursing, Health Clinics and Disaster Relief. All 
are familiar with the wonderful work done by the Red Cross during the 
Pueblo Disaster. We may have a disaster in New England and the Red Cross 
is ready. 

NEWTON’S PROBLEM 

Three Thousand men from Newton went into the service. 

The estimated average disability throughout the Country is ten per cent. 
The known cases of disability in Newton are nearly double this, and there 
are now registered with the Newton Chapter Home Service Section 516 cases 
of disability. The General Secretary and two assistants are constantly em- 
ployed in rendering service in one form or another to these 516 men and 
families of ex-service men whether disabled or not. 

During the past year, the Newton Chapter has been able to help 1,139 
families of War Veterans. 

The Newton Post, American Legion, refers all cases to the Newton 
Chapter and is working in close cooperation with us. We quote from a recent 
copy of the Official Organ of the Newton Post, as follows: 

“ There is one person in Newton to whom every service man in the City 
owes a debt, whether they realize the fact or not. We speak of the Executive 
Secretary of the Newton Chapter, Home Service Section of the American 
Red Cross, Mrs. Carrie Hull. All who have had occasion to come in contact 
with Mrs. Hull are unanimous in praising her manner of dealing with cases. 
She has the peculiar faculty of getting at the source of the difficulty in a quiet 
manner, and when she is sure of her ground, she goes after results — and 
gets them.” 

The Home Service Work of the Newton Chapter is done in a quiet, 
unostentatious way with little publicity, with the result that few know of 
the details and the importance of the service which the Chapter is rendering 
Newton’s wounded and disabled soldiers. 

This work of the Home Service Section in itself justifies the continued 
cooperation and support of every loyal American citizen and Red Cross 
member in Newton. 

During the past year, the Newton Chapter has also supplied many hospital 
garments, knitted articles, pajamas, and convalescent gowns to the soldiers 
in the various hospitals in the vicinity of Boston. 

The Chapter has shipped overseas during the past year to the suffering 
children in the Near East, over 7,000 garments of various kinds and 600 
complete infants' layettes. 

Public Health Nursing: The Chapter has given twelve scholarships to 
students in the Newton Hospital Training School to enable them to take 
course in Public Health Nursing. The demand for Public Health Nurses is 
enormous, and as the Hospital was unable to finance these courses, the Chap- 
ter was glad to have an opportunity to assist in this way. 

The Chapter has also furnished a trained Public Health Nurse to the 
District Nursing Association, thus enabling them to broaden their work, which 
was much needed. 

Nursing and First Aid: Classes in these activities are carried on in 
various parts of Newton and in the schools and will be continued the com- 
ing year. 

The Disaster Committee of the Newton Chapter is at all times prepared 
for immediate action. A complete hospital unit of 100 beds is subject to 
Newton’s call at Division Headquarters immediately upon request. A com- 
plete list of nurses, doctors, and volunteer workers are on file at the Newton 
Headquarters. An epidemic of sickness or a great disaster is apt to come 
upon us at any time. One hundred and seventy-seven Chapters had to meet 
disaster emergencies the past year. The Newton Chapter is prepared to have 
in complete operation a 100-bed hospital within 24 hours.

Fifty cents of each of the above membership fees goes to the National Or- 
ganization and the balance stays with the Chapter, to enable it to carry on its 
work.

nil addressed meetings and made a 
strong appeal for the continuance of 
the splendid work rendered in the 
past by the Red Cross to the enlisted 
and ex-senvicn men. 

Letters were read from President 
Harding and General Pershing testi- 
fying as to the importance of the work 
now being done by the Red Cross and 
urging its continuance. 

During one afternoon the Junior Red 
Cross presented the Pageant, “The 
Couft of Service” in which 2000 chil- 
dren participated. They demonstrated 
the activities of the Junior Members 
of the American Red Cross in many 
directions, emphasizing the slogan “I 
Serve.” and the ideal “Happy Childhood 
the World Over.” All the delegates 
were impressed with the wonderful 
work which is being done by the Jun- 
ior Members and the importance of 
its development throughout the coun- 
try. 

One of the most Interesting address- 
es was that of Mr. J. F. Keating, 
chairman, Pueblo Chapter. Pueblo, 
Colorado, who told of the way in 
which the Red Cross handled the re- 
cent flood disaster there. The Red 
Cross under the direction of its Disas- 
ter Committee was functioning within 
three hours after the flood started. 
Pueblo was divided into three distinct 
sections by the rivers and there was 
no communication between any of 
these districts. Nevertheless the Red 
Cross functioned in each district. All 
contributions of money, clothing and 
food were handled under the direction 
of the Red Cross and it is very active 
in the rehabilitation work which is 
still going on. 

Mr. Keating told Mr. Angier that 
when he was elected Chairman and 
was called upon to appoint a Disaster 
Committee, he could not conceive how 
Pueblo could ever meet with a disas 
ter and that he was afraid that the 
Committee would have very little to 
do. Within three weeks from the 
time they were appointed, the Disaster 
came. 

In the Southwest Division during 
the past year the Red Cross has been 
called upon to render service in 58 
disasters of various kinds and the 
consensus of opinion was that no com- 
munity is exempt from the possibility 
of a disaster and that the Red Cross 
Chapters should always be ready to 
meet any emergency. 

Great emphasis was also placed by 
the speakers and delegates upon the 
Bed Cross Nursing Service and Public 
Health Nursing. In many parts of 
the country, especially the rural dis- 
tricts. this is one of the principal ac- 
tivities of the Chapters. 

One interesting exhibit was a trav- 
eling Baby Clinic used by one of the 
Chapters in a rural community. This 
was a large van which was thoroughly 
equipped with everything necessary 
for the doctor and nurse in carrying 
out the work of a first class, up-to- 
date Baby Clinic. This van travels 
from village to village, spending one 
day a week in each village. The best 
evidence of the success of this Baby 
Clinic is the fact that each week the 
number of mothers bringing their ba- 
bies to be weighed and seeking advice 
as to their care is constantly in- 
creasing. 

It was the unanimous opyiion of 
those delegate- attending the Health 
Service Conferences that every com- 
munity should have a Health Centre 
and where one was not already es- 
tablished. the local Red Cross Chapter 
should undertake to have one estab- 
lished and if necessary direct its 
operation. 

At this splendid gathering, the work 
of those loyal men. women and chil- 
dren who are keeping the Red Cross 
flame burning in the most remote 
parts of the country, was endorsed in 
the most emphatic manner by states- 
men. educators and leaders in every 
line of thought and activity. Speaker 
after speaker, all of nation-wide 
prominence, praised the Red Cross in 
the most glowing terms, eulogizing its 
remarkable record in the war and the 
humane activities of its permanent 
program and voicing the hope that 
each year would see “The Greatest 
Mother” counting her children in in- 
creasing numbers. They were unani- 
mous in their opinion that the Red 
Cross was one of the finest things in 
American life.

The press a few days ago printed an 
nocount of the alleged proceedings of 
the Republican State Commit*.*' matt- 
ing at which the resignation of i»Yan- 
cis R. Bangs as Treasurer was accept- 
ed/ Mr. Bangs has in en. and is, a Is 
cided asset to the party organization 
arid his insistunee upon his resigna- 
ion is deplored by all members of the 
committee. The idea might properly 
he drawn from the press accounts 
that the Women s Division was spend- 
ing too much money; indeed one ac- 
count used the word “extravagance.” 
The thought is so far from the true 
that the erroneous idea, if it exists, 
should bo corrected. 1 was Chairman 
of the Committee in 1919-1920, and had 
some slight part. 1 believe, in assist- 
ing in organising the Women’s Divi- 
sion. As now completed it ranks not 
only first, compared with other states, 
but. as former Chairman Hays once 
suid to me -“in a class all by itself.” 

The women of Massachusetts con- 
tributed approximately $30,000 to the 
Republican Party last year. It cost a 
little over $23,000 to build the Republi- 
can women’s organisation from the 
ground up. This included a Slate 
Committee of 40 und a complete or- 
ganization in every city and town 
throughout the Commonwealth, with 
the exception of five small towns 
which were so strongly Republican 
that a committee was deemed unnec- 


essary. This splendid organization is 
largely the result of the work of Mrs. 
James D. Tillinghast. the present Ex- 
ecutive Chairman of the Womeu’s Di- 
vision. The women have spent since 
January 1. 1921, a little over $7,000. 
As a matter of fact, therefore, the Re- 
publican women of Massachusetts 
have financed themselves since their 
entrance into politics. They are now 
Arranging for a bazaar from which 
they hope to realize enough to carry 
their work through the campaign of 
1922 and 1923. 

The thinking men of our party ear- 
nestly desire to deal generously with 
jthe women. Constant organization. 

! meetings, lectures, literature and sim- 
i ilar activities are very necessary. To 
curtail now is suicidal. The men have 
been organized and voting for 135 
years, the women only 13 months. 
Their vote will eqnal and probably 


surpass the men at the next election. 

My experiences of 12 years as a 
member of the Republican Stale Com- 
mittee show me that for earnestness 
of purpose, sacrifice, vision aud care- 
ful expenditure of funds, the men must 
bend the knee and doff the hat to the 
women. Our desire is of course to 
deal with them justly, and by so doing 
clinch Republican success at the bal- 
lot box.

EDITORIAL 


— o — 

High character and moral worth 
have been the attributes of every man 
who has filled the mayor’s chair in 
Newton and the election of Alderman 
Leon B. Rogers as the chief executive 
•of the city will even add something to 
the high standard which we always ex- 
pect to maintain in this respect. But 
high character and moral worth are 
not the only desirable and even neces- 
sary qualifications for a good mayor 
to possess. He must also be a man of 
liroad vision for the future, and yet 
with executive ability enough to per- 
form economically and efficiently the 
work of the present. Mr. Rogers’ busi- 
ness and public record gives full as- 
surance that as mayor, his recommen- 
dations for appropriations will be most 
carefully considered before being sub- 
mitted to the board of aldermen, and 
that in the expenditure of appropria- 
tions duly authorized, the city will get 
the full value of its money. We can 
also assure the taxpayers of Newton 
that Mr. Rogers, as mayor, will respect 
his oath of office to the utmost and, 
when the annual appropriations have 
once been fixed, he will see to it that 
the limits fixed by the aldermen for 
expenses, are not exceeded and that 
amounts intended to last thruout the 
year are duly conserved to that end.

While Alderman Heathcote is well

The Kenwood avenue mat- 
ter has been before the board and its 
committees practically all the present 
year, has been most carefully consid- 
ered in all its phases. It clearly did 
not come under the intent of the 
charter objection.

We trust the residents of Auburn- 
dale will recognize the political ele- 
ment in the recent recommendation 
of Mayor Childs for $551 for a new 
cement walk across Nye park. This 
matter was first placed before the 
mayor on August 12. and held by him 
until the aldermanic meeting of Oct. 


17th. nfter he had announced his in 
tentions to be a mayoralty candidate. 
The fact that this season of the year 
is not the best time to lay cement 
walks hns, apparently nothing to do 
with the case. 

The Jennev Mfg. Co. certainly have 
persistence in coming for the third 
time to the city for a permit for a 
gas filling station at the corner of Wal- 
nut and Beacon streets. The Mayor 
has twice vetoed permits granted by 
the aldermen for this location or one 
nearby and the Company is certainly 
facing another veto if their petition 
is successful with the board of aider- 
men.

At the close of the meeting Aider- 
man Nichols said that at the request 
of the former chairman of the Finance 
Committee, he desired to reply to the 
criticism expressed before the board 
by the chairman of the assessors on 
the failure or the board of 1920 to ap- 
propriate $50,000 from Excess and De- 
ficiency account to help out the tax 
rate. Mr. Nichols pointed out that as 
there was only $23,000 left in Excess 
and Deficiency account at the end of 
1920, it was obvious that, if the $50,000 
had been voted in August, there would 
have been a deficit of some $26,000 in- 
stead of a surplus of $23,000, thus vin- 
dicating the wisdom of the board in 
not making the appropriation as re- 
quested. 

The board adjourned at 11.20. 


In accordance with the request of 
the board, a special meeting was 
called by the mayor for Wednesday 
evening to further consider the Ken- 
wood avenue matter. 

Aldermen Hickey. Jewell. Pratt, 
Young and Saltonstall were absent. 

Alderman Heathcote said that he be- 
lieved the committee should stand by 
its promise to give Dr. Chirurg an- 
other hearing on the Kenwood avenue 
order and told how, when he had gone 
to the Hospital for an operation he 
had requested a postponement of the 
hearing before the Finance committee 
and had received no reply. He had 
visited Kenwood avenue personally 
and was convinced that the claim of 
Dr. Chirurg for some allowance for 
work he had done on the streets in 
front of his premises, was just and 
proper and that Dr. Chirurg ought not 
to pay assessments in the same pro- 
portion as other abuttors. On account, 
however of the need of giving employ- 
ment to labor. Dr. Chirurg had now 
withdrawn his opposition to the mat- 
ter.

team and far less agreeable to the 
Newton ites. 

Coach Dickinson of Newton says It 
doesn’t make any great difference to 
him where the game is played. True 
it is, he would have preferred to play 
at Braves Field, since he believes the 
facilities there to be far more suitable, 
but if the Malden authorities say the 
game must be played at Malden, well 
and good, Coach Dickinson’s Orange 
and Black team is all set to jump into 
the fray at Malden. 

Speaking for ourselves, we think 
that Malden has displayed a childish 
attitude in deciding where this game 
shall be played. The Malden authori- 
ties defend themselves by saying that 
the people of Malden must have the 
privilege of seeing the game and that 
if the contest was to he played at 
Braves Field they would not be treat- 
ing the Malden townspeople fairly. 
As an argument the preceding alibi is 
a joke. As a matter of fact, Malden 
is not doing the right tiling either by 
the sport lovers of Malden or by the 
people of Newton and elsewhere that 
are so anxious to see the two elevens 
fight it out. The Malden field will 
never hold the crowd that wants to 
see the game and to keep hundreds 
outside the gates simply because a 
few safety first mentors are fearful 
lest Malden’s chances of • victory be 
lessened should the game be played 
on a neutral field, is not treating the 
people of Malden or of anywhere else 
fairly. 

If the Malden field was a good one 
we might see where it would be ad- 
visable to play there, but as it is the 
Malden field is far from being a good 
gridiron and if it should rain Satur- 
day the field would be nothing but a 
sea of mud.

We 
expect to see both elevens make much 
use of the forward pass, since both 
teams have been schooled to make the 
air game an important part of their of- 
fensive. Malden will rely on Capt.

Capt. Butler is rated 
one of the best ends in the State while 
Lewin at halfback is an able broken 
field runner and the best drop kicker 
in the Suburban League. Newton 
must keep an eye on Butler and 
Lewin. must see that Butler doesn’t 
get his hands on a forward pass and 
that Lewin doesn’t get off one of his 
pretty field goals. Three points have 
won more than one game and Newton 
must take every precaution to keep 
Lewin from tallying. 

“Herb” Gar- 
rity, and “Shad” Osborne are the Big 
Three that are bound to worry Malden. 
These three lads are the cream of high 
school football players and all Newton 
looks to see them shine next Saturday 
v\e figure Osborne to give Capt. But- 
ler of Malden tl> battle of his life 
and it wouldn’t surprise us to see Os- 
borne outplay the Yellow and Blue 
leader. The .Newton line, that has yet 
to allow an opposing back to smash

To the lay 
mind it may appear a fairly simple 
task to come to some international 
agreement, but to those versed in the 
intrigues, in the jealousies, in the se- 
cret understandings, it looms gigantic 
and well-nigh impossible. Public opin- 
ion — that very subtle thing — so far as 
this country is concerned, is gradually 
shifting toward the side of a durable 
pence which shnll lift the world from 
out the burden of armaments. When 
as now. more than ninety-three per- 
cent of all national expenditures goes 
for wars past and present, nnd the 
mere pittance of a six percent to the 
carrying on of the whole republic, we 
are beginning to realize that, the time 
is ripe for something to be done. We 
shall doubtless be disappointed in the 
outcome of the conference, hut let us 
deep down in our hearts hope and 
pray that those who participate in it 
. may be guided by the principles laid 
down by the world’s Prince of Peace.

Thev 
also realize that a theatre where a 
company of competent players present 
the best examples of dramatic art. is 
of great value both to the city in which 
it is housed, and to the cities and 
towns of the immediate vicinity. 

Such a theatre is also of inestima- 
ble value in the way of Americaniza- 
tion, for here the foreigner may learn 
the language and customs of liis 
adopted country naturally and uncon- 
sciously.

The Tiger rush 
line gave way in the crisis, a couple 
of green-jerseyed players heat the 
ball down, and when the whistle 
sounded Bankart had it In his arms 
for the only touchdown of the game 
and Dartmouth’s first victory over 
Princeton. 

The 1904 and 1905 Dartmouth teams 
each played Harvard a tie game in 
the Stadium, 0 — and 6 — 6 respectively 
and beat Brow’n 12 — 5 and 24 — 6, and 
on both these outfits Bankart w*as a 
star at tackle.

The second sit Mur of the Council 
Court of Honor, Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica was held In the Scout Room of the 
Newton Highlands Congregational 
Church lust Monday evening, Novem- 
ber 7 at 7,:i0. The public having been 
Invited a large number of parents and 
friends of the scouts were present be- 
sides others who were Interested In 
the work of the Scout Troop in New- 
ton Highlands.

Scout Charles Maclver demonstrat- 
ed the method of making fire without 
matches, a lost art as far ns the gen- 
eral public goes, but otherwise with 
scouts. He succeeded in making fire 
by friction in a very short time. 

Scouts Patterson, Hazen, with 
Scouts Cobleigh and Clark as patients 
demonstrated the Schaefer Method of 
Resuscitation. 

To conclude the program two teams 
were formed and a Compass game was 
demonstrated showing how scouts are 
not only trained in quickness of 
thought, especially in the mental pro- 
cesses of association, but also in obed- 
ience to commands. 

Scoutmaster Lichtenthaeler at this 
point presented three suggestions for 
future advisement, namely: Troop 
Credit System to extend to Sunday 
School and Public School attendance, 
etc.; That Scouting In valuable for the 
Older Boy; and last that the Scout 
Mothers should form themselves into 
a Ladies’ Auxiliary for the interests 
of the troop, and working through the 
Troop Committee. The chairman of 
the Troop Committee is Mr. Edwin S. 
Drowne. of 32 Lakewood road. Newton 
Highlands. 

With the repeating of the Scout Oath 
and Law and a few remarks by Mr. 
John H. Eddy upon what they mean to 
every scout, the troop pledged its alle- 
gience to the flag, saluted the Council 
Officers, was dismissed by the Scout- 
master after Bugler Studley had closed 
the occasion with the blowing of Taps.

Milk From Peanuts. 

The common peanut is the source 
of a new substitute for milk which 
so closely resembles Its prototype 
that It turns sour and curdles, pro- 
duces buttermilk when churned nnd 
may lx* made Into cheese, says the 
Scientific American. The flavor, In 
which the nut characteristically per- 
sists, is declared to be practically its 
only point of variance with cow’s 
milk. The new lacteal product orig- 
inated in the laboratory of an Amer- 
ican university where the peanut ker- 
nels are converted into four times 
their volume of milk, varying from 4 
to 8 per cent In fat content and from 
2.4 to 3.3 per cent in protein. The 
cost of production is said to lie con- 
siderably less than the market price 
of dulry milk.

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WABAN SCHOOL OPENED 

Interesting Exercises Held in the New Albert 
Edgar Angler School House 


Six hundred people, citizens of New- 
ton, viewed with udmiring eyes the 
beautiful new elementary school In 
Waban, last Friday evening. From 
seven until eight o’clock the young 
lady graduates of the Roger Wolcott 
School of past years served as guides 
about the building. The young men 
graduates took charge of the seating, 
ushering, and program distribution at 
the exercises, which were held in the 
auditorium from eight to nine o’clock. 

The building is known as of the 
12-room type. This means that there 
are 12 class rooms. In fact, of course, 
as in any modern school building 
there are many other rooms, but not 
recognized as class rooms. 

There is the spacious kindergarten 
with its rugs, fireplace, window seat, 
and toilet facilities. This room ap- 
parently pleased the people most of all 
for here they lingered and returned 
again and again. 

The teachers’ rest room, the pupils’ 
rest room, the doctor’s and nurse’s 
rooms were all enthusiastically de- 
clared as worthy the ideals of our 
city. 

In the sub-basement the sewing, 
cooking, and sloyd rooms were much 
admired. On this floor, too, is the 
gymnasium, already and for all time 
a delight to the children of the school, 
as was shown by their desire to have 
their parents see it. 

The sanitary conditions are unsur- 
passable. The toilet systems found 
hearty approval. 

Thelma Stanley. Treasurer of the 
Class of 1922, led in the singing of 
the National Anthem, which opened 
the exercises in the school auditori- 
um. The Angler School Orchestra, 
under the direction of Miss Grossman 
of the West Newton Music School, ac- 
quitted itself most favorably. This is 
the first time that this orchestra has 
played publicly, but this fact cer- 
tainly never would be known. 

John White led the people in the 
pledge of allegiance to Our Flag, after 
which Dr. C. H. Cutler of the Union 
Church in Waban uttered the dedica- 
tion prayer, inviting all to join in the 
Lord’s Prayer. 

One of the thoroughly modern 
phases of the program was the unique 
act of dedication led by Saville Davis, 
President of the Class of 1922, for the 
pupils, and by Mr. Philip W. Ayres, 
for the parents. Saville Davis said, 
“The pupils of the Albert Edgar An- 
gler School are deeply appreciative of 


the gift of this beautiful building 
which the citizens of Newton have 
dedicated to the cause of education. 
We, more than any others, will di- 
rectly benefit by it. Indirectly, you, 
the Citizens of Newton, will see that 
you have made a wise investment. As 
a token of our present and future grat- 
itude, we do solemnly vow that we will 
protect the building and would 
cherish for it a fair and a noble name.” 

A response was made by the older 
pupils of the School who were pres- 
ent: “We are happy to so pledge our 
word of honor.” 

Mr. Ayres and the parents gave a 
hearty pledge of sincere co-operation 
witih those professionally entrusted 
with the education of their children. 

Remarks were then made by UlysseB 
G. Wheeler, Superintendent of Schools, 
Mabel C. Bragg, Assistant Superin- 
tendent; and Edwin O. Childs, Jr., 
Mayor of our city. 

Mr. Wheeler dwelt upon the prog- 
ress, education had made since the 
days of the "little red sehoolhouse.” 
He himself a graduate of this school 
did not doubt for an instant that un- 
der the more favorable conditions now 
offered by such a school as the Angler, 
that children would grow to man and 
womanhood as even better servants 
of the community. 

Miss Bragg was most cordially re- 
ceived. She grasped the opportunity 
to address the parents. One thought 
was stressed which held and will hold 
the people for some time to come. It 
was the fact that children are our 
second chance. What we wish we had 
done and failed to do may be made 
real with the children. 

Mayor Childs presented a stirring, 
patriotic, and educational address. He 
bowed to the teaching which the sac- 
rifice of Albert Angier had and would 
continue to make. He fittingly closed 
with a word to the pupils of the 
school. “Accept this as your slogan,” 
he said, “G-R-O-W, Go Right On 
Working.” 

The most impressive part of the 
evening’s exercises came when "Jim- 
mie” Marsh, a little sixth-grade boy, 
proposed “a silent tribute of one min- 
ute to him for whom our school was 
named.” “Jimmie” was a little friend 
of Albert Angier and proud of the op- 
portunity to propose this tribute to 
"his” hero. 

The audience then sang the Albert 
Angier School song, again led by

Year after year 
the Newton-Waltham game looms up 
as the biggest event in the sporting 
annals of the two cities. It is a con- 
test in which two of tl%- most zealous 
rivals battle to uphold the prestige of 
their respective localities. 

Newton goes to Waltham tomorrow 
undefeated and in facing Coach Leary’s 
charges the Garden City team meets 
an eleven that is also undefeated. 
Newton, by virtue of its victory over 
Malden last Saturday, is practically 
assured of the Suburban League Cham- 
pionship for 1921, making it the sec- 
ond successive year that Coach Dick- 
inson has led his eleven to Suburban 
supremacy. Waltham has also ran up 
against some pretty stiff opposition 
this fall and the Watch City team has 
always given a good account of itself. 

Capt. ’Jake” Stafford’s Champions 
are going over to Waltham to win and 
from what we know of both teams we’d 
say that Capt. “Jake’s" crew is going 
to finish at the top of the pile. Wal- 
tham is good but Newton is better. 
We don’t believe the Waltham line 
can measure up to the Newton stan- 
dard and we feel certain that the 
Watch City has no open game that can 
any where near rival the one Coach 
Dickinson’s men use so successfully. 
We expect Newton to win by about 
two touchdowns.

DEATH OF MR. ADAMS 


Mr. Enoch C. Adams, headmaster ol 
the Newton High School since 1897, 
died suddenly yesterday morning at 
his home. 22 Lenox street, in West 
Newton, in his seventieth year, of 
heart failure. Mr. Adams suffered a 
severe illness a few years ago, from 
which he had never fully recovered, 
although his health of late had not 
interfered with his professional duties. 

He was horn in Lubec, Me., in 1852, 
one of the eight children of Enoch and 
Mary (Case) Adams, the former a 
prominent physician and surgeon in 
the Civil War. Mr. Adams was grad- 
uated from Kent’s Hill Preparatory 
School, and was later a member of the 
class of '76 at Bates College, where he 
was elected to the Phi Beta Kappa. 

After his graduation, he taught 
school for 2 years at Bloomfield. N. J. 
He was married in 1879 to Miss Emma 
Hamm of Peru, N. Y. From Bloom- 
field Mr. Adams went to Beverly, as 
headmaster of the Beverly High 
School and several years later be- 
came headmaster of High and Putnam 
School at Newburyport, in which place 
he was prominent also in the work of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 1 
tion. After 11 years in Newburyport, he 
went to New Britain, Conn., as head- 
master of the high school there and 
one year later w’as called to Newton, 
to begin his connection with the New- 
ton High School. 

Mr. Adams was senior warden of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church in Newton- 
ville, a member of the Tuesday Club of 
that place, the Friday Club of Boston, 
the Brae-Burn Country Club, and the 
Neighborhood Club In West Newton. 
He was connected also with the Col- 
lege Entrance Board, made up of head- 
masters of this community, and was 
a member also of the Headmasters’ 
Association. 

He is survived by a widow, and 
three daughters. Mrs. Hubert L. Car- 
ter of Newtonville, Miss Katherine 
Adams of New York City, and Mrs. 
Samuel F. Holmes of Worcester. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Sunday afternoon at three o’clock at 
Grace Church.

A SURVEY OF NEWTON 

New Secretary of Chamber of Commerce Makes 
An Interesting Report 

We print in full Mr. Mowry'a excel- torest the many who are not yet mem- 
lent survey of Newton as a Held for hers of the Chamber. I have sought 

to mnke sure that these would endorse 
our plans and that we may rely upon 
their support if we can find a way to 
put them into effect. I feel assured of 
the interest and desire to co-operate 
on the part of those who are already 
in the Chamber. If we can develop 
a similar interest and desire to help 
on the part of the many others, I be- 
lieve that we will have something that 
will more than justify all of this 
thought and effort that we ure making 
at the present time. 

My conception of a Chamber of Com- 
merce is of n broad civic organization, 
tying together these various communi- 
ties that make up Newton in a way 
that all may. anil will, work together, 
interesting itself largely in those vital 
problems which affect all communities 
hut giving thought and consideration 
to the needs and problems of each, and 
giving definite and distinct service, 
through departments of properly di- 
rected activities, to the merchants, the 
manufacturers, and other groups of 
the business men and business inter- 
ests of the city. 

Newton is unquestionably a city of 
character, and is generally recognized 
as a desirable place in which to live. 
Instead of being satisfied with what 
we have, why not plan to not only re- 
tain present advantages hut to add to 
them in every possible way. 

Some of the problems which usually 
confront a Chamber of Commerce in 
the ordinary community have already 
been solved in Newton. But it does 
not necessarily follow that there are 
no other problems, that there Is noth- 
ing else to he done. Newton will grow. 
It must surely grow. The question is 
“How will It grow?” It is a question 
that the citizens must answer them- 
selves. I believe, if we judge from 
the experience of other communities, 
that the best answer may be found in 
a modern and efficient Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Newton seems to have achieved a 
wonderful start, in comparison with 
other cities. Why lie satisfied with 
what we have? Why not a carefully 
planned, systematic, and continuous 
effort on the part of Newton citizens 
as a whole to maintain all of the ad- 
vantages which we have, to realize on 
them in a way that will return the 
largest possible dividends to the city 
and its citizens, and to work vigor- 
ously for new benefits. Newton is a 
fine city, but I have no fear of con- 
tradiction in saying that it is not yet 
a perfect city. There are plenty of 
worthwhile things that can he done 
by a Chamber of Commerce. If we 
find a way to do them, and actually do 
them, it will mean that Newton will 
forge still farther ahead, and stay 
ahead, of the other municipalities 
which do not already enjoy the ad- 
vantages that are enjoyed by Newton. 

The situation, as I found it. placed 
us in a position where we were obliged 
to choose deliberately between two 
definite courses of action. First, we 
could secure as many new members 
as possible for the present organiza- 
tion and continue somewhat as in the 
past, and probably lacking the repre- 
sentation of the city as a whole or the 
influence to accomplish civic projects 
of a broad type. Or, we could greatly 
extend the plans and scope of the 
Chamber, adapt these somewhat to 
meet the ideas of many not now inter- 
ested in the Chamber, interest new 
men in the work and enjoy the ad- 
vantages of their counsel and active 
co-operation. In other words, the sec- 
ond plan involves the building of an 
organization and a program of work 
along lines that will appeal to all in- 
terested in the welfare and progress 
of Newton, from any viewpoint. 

Most of you men are aware that 
your directors have decided upon 
reorganization of the Newton Cham- 
ber. The word reorganization is used 
perhaps for the psychological effect 
that it may have upon the city as a 
whole, to make it appear that we are 
to have a new organization, doing new 


To the President and Members of the 

Newton Chamber of Commerce: 

Gentlemen, as 1 see it, our immedi- 
ate task is to find a way, if we can, to 
give Newton a real chamber of com- 
merce. As most of you know. I have 
been in Newton for the past five weeks, 
endeavoring to make a survey of the 
situation, studying the city and its 
needs, and trying to determine some 
of the things that a chamber of com- 
merce can and should do in Newton. 

I have devoted much of my time to 
talking with Newton citizens, partly to 
gain a real understanding of the local 
situation, and partly to make sure 
that Newton citizens were themselves 
alive to the needs and opportunities 
for a modern chamber of commerce, 
and would be in sympathy with the 
movement. 

Previous to becoming your secre- 
tary. I was practically a stranger to 
Newton. While I have enjoyed the ac- 
quaintance of several Newton men, I 
had no real understanding of the local 
situation. I have been sonrewhat sur- 
prised to find that, in some respects, 

Newton is not so much a city as it is a 
group of villages. It is true that these 
are tied together by the name of New- 
ton. and in some other ways. But I 
believe they are tied together alto- 
gether too loosely, for either the wel- 
fare of the individual villages or of 
Newton as a whole. Unless Newton 
creates something distinctively new 
there is nothing that can tie these 
various communities together, and de- 
velop common thought and common ef- 
fort for the benefit of the whole, but a 
modern and efficient chamber of com- 
merce. 

So far as I have been able to as 
certain, there is no organization of a 
business or civic nature which ties 
together the ten or twelve villages of 
the city in a way that enables them to 
work along broad lines. There is 
nothing to encourage, develop, and 
foster an All-Newton spirit. I am al- 
ready convinced, strongly, that New- 
ton needs such an organization even 
more than other municipalities, per- 
haps even more than the citizens of 
Newton themselves realize at the pres- 
ent time. 

I do not agree, however, with the 
statements of several men with whom 
I have talked that there is no such 
thing as an All-Newton spirit. It does 
exist. I have uncovered, it frequently. 

The real trouble is that there is as 
yet no medium through which we 
cun organize it and put it to work. The 
real problem in Newton is to convince 
the people of Newton that there is » 
real chance to get a real Chamber of 
Commerce. As soon as we find a way 
to solve this first problem, all other 
problems will prove to lie minor in 
character, requiring only a reasonable 
amount of time and properly directed 
effort. 

As soon as we can show the people 
of Newton that there exists a real op- 
portunity in the Newton (Chamber of 
Commerce for Newton to get together 
and work together, and do construc- 
tive work for the benefit of Newton 
as a whole. I am sure the people of 
Newton will be quick to recognize and 
take advantage of that opportunity. 

Our big task is to find a way to win 
the confidence of Newton as a whole, 
to convince the city that the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce is going to de- 
velop into a real Chamber of Com- 
merce,- continuously studying the 
needs of the city and continuously 
finding ways to actually and effectively 
meet those needs. 

There are a great many men in New- 
ton. including both men who do busi- 
ness in Newton and those engaged in 
business in Boston, who are not mem- 
bers of the present Chamber. The rea- 
son they are not members is not lie- 
cause they are not interested, not be- 
cause they do not recognize the need 
for u modern Chamber of Commerce 

in Newton, and not because they are J I

But. it is my judgment, after talking 
with many of these men, that it is be- 
cause the present organization does not 
meet their conception of a real cham- 
ber of commerce. To interest these 
men, to secure their co-operation and 
their membership — their enthusiastic 
support— the present organization will 
necessarily have to he made over to 
some extent to comply with their de- 
mands and requirements. I consider 
some of the things these men demand 
reasonable and proper, and things that 
the Newton Chamber must do before 
it can command, and merit, their sup- 
port. 

I am personally convinced that as 
soon as we can show these men that 
Newton is to have a real Chamber of 
Commerce that we can count on any 
of them, in fact all of them, for any- 
thing reasonable in the way of active 
co-operation and financial support. 

Some of the members may feel that 
I should have devoted more time to 
ascertaining what those who are al 
ready members of the Chamber think 
we should do.

than the present organization, attempt- 
ing and accomplishing things impos- 
sible with the present limited mem- 
bership. giving the service that a 
chamber ought to give to its members, 
and wielding the influence that it 
ought to wield, and can wield if prop- 
erly organized and supported, in the 
city as a whole.

That tnese men have done as much us 
they ha\e is unquestionably to their 
great credit. For its greatest useful- 
ness. the Newton Chamber must be 
equally representative of every section 
of the city, and of every element of 
our population. 

I believe that the best foundation for 
an effort of this sort is the complete 
confidence of the community, confi- 
dence that the Chamber is an organiza- 
tion to which may be safely entrusted 
the solution of the civic and business 
problems of the city and to direct the 
future progress and development of 
Newton as a whole. This is our pres- 
ent objective. To convince Newton 
that we can deliver the goods is, I be- 
lieve, tlie big problem. 

In discussing a few of the things 
which a Chamber of Commerce might 
do lu Newton, I believe that I should 
at present merely suggest the things 
that might be properly taken up by the 
Chamber rather than to make definite 
recommendations thut wo do so. 

I think it is generally agreed that 
tlie most iniportuut public question be- 
fore Newton at the present time is 
tlie zoning proposition. This is u 
question in which the Chumber should 
properly tuke a great interest, and in 
the final solution of which the Clium- 
ber should eventually exert a grout 
influence. I do not have to tell you 
men of the importance of this major 
project of the Newton Planning Board, 
nor point out (lie wuyu in which it may 
affect you and your property, indi- 
vidually and collectively. 1 consider 
it unfortunute thut Newton bus not hud 
a larger and more representative 
Chumber of Commerce to study and 


analyse this project, to determine what 
sort of a zoning ordinance tho people 
of Newton really want, and what is 
best for tho future welfare of the city. 
It has been suggested to me by a 
member of the planning hoard that 
had there been a Chamber sufficiently 
large to represent tho true sentiment 
of the city that it would have elimi- 
nated the necessity for the mnny hear- 
ings that are to ne held about the city 
to enable the special zoning committee 
of the Board of Aldermen to ascertain 
just what is desired and what is best 
The wish has been expressed to me bj 
members of both the planning hoard 
and zoning committee that the Cham- 
ber may develop in time to offer some- 
thing constructive and helpful before 
the permanent zoning ordinance is 
drafted and adopted. 

(Description of present status of 
proposed zoning ordinance.) 

One of the most peculiar charac- 
teristics of Newton, as it has im- 
pressed a stranger from the outside, is 
that the city has no civic or business 
center. The City Hall and Police 
Headquarters are located in one vil- 
lage, at a considerable distance from 
the geographical center of the city, the 
public library, Y. M. C. A., and other 
institutions are located in another cor- 
ner of the city, other public and civic 
institutions are located in other vil- 
lages. It seems to me that Newton 
has no real center, no hub around, 
which the Newton wheel can revolve, 
no anchor to which all the villages 
can tie at times when they should all 
he pulling together. 

I am personally convinced, after 
making some study of past local his- 
tory. talking with city officials, look- 
ing over reports of special committees, 
in fact, studying the probable trend 
of future events, that this situation 
will eventually correct itself and that 
Newton will have the civic center 
which it needs. The establishment of 
a business center in practically the 
same section will inevitably follow as 
a matter of course. If it should he 
later determined by the Chamber that 
the future civic and business center of 
the City was to eventually he estab- 
lished in any particular locality, I 
believe it would lie of great advantage 
to tlie city of Newton for the Chamber 
to deliberately adopt plans to bring 
this about as soon as possible, that the 
city may enjoy its benefits many 
years in advance of the time that it 
might come about through the ordi- 
nary course of events. Whether or 
not this suggestion is good I am con- 
vinced that a real Chamber of Com- 
merce. with a representative member- 
ship from all over Newton, will curb 
the natural rivalry between the sever- 
al villages — as far as all-Newton im- 
provements are concerned — to the ex- 
tent thht the new city hall, or any 
other public building or Improvement 
of the future will not be located where 
it ought not to he. 

I do not believe however, that a 
Newton Chamber of Commerce should 
seek to stifle nor discourage reason- 
able rivalry between the villages, nor 
seek in any way to supercede or take 
over the work of the various improve- 
ment associations and other similar 
organizations. I believe each, of these 
organizations has a distinct field, but 
that there are many things upon which 
they could work together to their own 
advantage as well as to that of New- 
ton as a whole. It would not be im- 
proper for a Chamber of Commerce to 
assist any of these individual organi- 
zations or communities in securing 
some improvement which they could 
not secure without ihe endorsement or 
co-operation of some organization hav- 
ing at heart tho welfare of the entire 
city. But this should be broad enough 
to recognize that the welfare of the 
whole is contributed to by numbers of 
small improvements in different sec- 
tions of the city as well as by larger 
improvements which affect all sec- 
tions alike, and at the same time. 

That a representative Chamber of 
Commerce would be welcomed by the 
city government, and by city officials 
individually is freely admitted. I am 
assured there is now no dependable 
medium through which the city gov- 
ernment may ascertain within a short 
time the real sentiment of the city on 
publi • questions. Members of the 
board of aidermen themselves appre- 
ciate that they may be fcoled, and per- 
haps have been in the pt.st, by a noisy 
or well-oi ganized minority of voters 
who did not represent the opinion or 
desire of the more conservative ma- 
jority. I have been told by some mem- 
bers of the board that they would 
welcome a Chamber of Commerce of 
sufficient standing in the community 
so that the recommendation of any 
project by the Chamber would be suf- 
ficient to convince the board that this 
recommendation truly reflected the 
sentiment and desire of the city; or 
that tiie opposition of the Chumber to 
any project would in itself convince 
the board that it should certainly go 
slow in reference to that particular 
project It was even suggested to me 
by one member of the board that the 
time might come when the Chamber of 
Commerce could consider the various 
public improvements desired by the 
several sections of the city, could 
study their relative Importance, and 
submit a program to the board of al 
dermen suggesting the order in which 
they should he taken up and adopted.

has done all of our work for uh. While 
the planning hoard itBelf has deter- 
mined the thlngH which they consider 
heat for Newton, they are by no Vneana 
sure that their recommendations will 
meet with general approval and ap- 
preciate that long campaigna of edu- 
cation will lie necessary before public 
opinion will he solidly behind their 
several projects. 1 have been greatly 
impressed by their report and feel that 
Newton is indeed fortunate in having 
the planning hoard that it has. I know 
that some members of the hoard feel 
that a Chamber of Commerce could he 
of enormous assistance in crystaliz- 
ing public opinion in support of their 
recommendations. I believe that the 
Chamber should carefully study and 
analyze all recommendations of the 
board, with a view of using its influ 
ence to bring about as soon as possible 
— that the city may enjoy their bene- 
fits — the adoption of those recommen- 
dations which may he heartily 
dorsed and should meet with the ap- 
proval and support of the city as 
whole. 

I believe the Chamber should co-op- 
erate heartily in the work of the new 
Central Council of Social Activities for 
Newton, and should later — when the 
Chamber becomes a larger and more 
influential organization — get back of 
the council and perhaps be much more 
active in determining its work than is 
possible at the present time. Some 
of the men who have been active in 
the creation of the Central Council 
have readily agreed that there would 
have been no need for such an organi- 
zation had we had an efficient Cham- 
ber of Commerce prepared to do the 
work that the Council plans to do. It 
has been suggested that the time may 
come when the Chamber can properly 
take over the Central Council and ad- 
minister its work as one of its de- 
partmental activities. At this time, 
believe the Chamber should accept the 
place assigned to it in the general 
plan of the Central Council, and co- 
operate at all times in the work of 
that organization. 

Several Newton business men, in- 
cluding two or three of the manufac- 
turers, have expressed cordial approv- 
al of a suggested line of work that 
might he taken up properly by the 
Chamber, the promotion of a cam- 
paign for which we might choose as a 
slogan ‘‘Newton jobs for Newton 
people.” 

I feel that every community should 
recognize the fact that the greatest as- 
set which they have is their young 
people, and that nothing is more im- 
portant than to keep them from mov- 
ing away. And. I believe that Newton 
should recognize its obligation to pro- 
vide opportunities for the children of 
its citizens to obtain work and earn 
their living in their home city. Aside 
from the preferences of those reach- 
ing the age where they must begin to 
earn their own living, surroundings 
in places of employment in Newton 
would undoubtedly he much more 
wholesome and safe for the daughters 
of Newton citizens than in Boston. 
And more convenient. I believe we 
should not only seek to provide com- 
fortable homes for Newton’s young 
people but also attractive places of 
employment. I understand there is, 
in addition to the many who work in 
Boston, a surprisingly large number 
who are obliged to seek employment 
in Watertown and Waltham, and a 
number in Needham. If these people 
worked in Newton, they would also 
spend their time in Newton, and their 
money in Newton. Jobs for these peo- 
ple would unquestionably divert to 
Newton stores much patronage that is 
now being given to stores in Waltham 
and Boston. If these people not only live 
in Newton, but work in Newton, they 
will think more of Newton, be more in- 
terested in Newton and be better citi- 
zens. And more apt to become per- 
manent citizens. 

Newton is unquestionably fortunate 
In having a comparatively low tax rate, 
while at the same time enjoying the 
advantage of those cities having a 
higher rate. Of course the tax rate in 
any municipality is determined, largely 
by the expenditures made and author- 
ized by the municipal government. 
That the city government of Newton 
has been wisely discriminating in de- 
termining what public expenditures 
were necessary, and in deferring 
others until conditions were more fa- 
vorable, is. I believe quite evident. 

There is therefore no great need for 
the Chuniber of Commerce to inaugu- 
rate any campaign for the purpose of 
curbing extravagance on the part of 
the municipal government. It can. 
however, and should, consider through 
proper committee organization — and 
perhaps at times by the membership 
as a whole — all important petitions 
and measures presented to the hoard 
of aldermen which involve appropria- 
tions of substantial amounts of money. 
Through the Chamber, we should he 
able to place public opinion squarely 
behind those measures which are pro- 
ven to lie necessary to progress and 
proper development, and in vigorous 
opposition to those measures proven 
to lie unnecessary, or ill-advised. Con- 
structive support of this sort will, 1 
am sure, be welcomed by city officials 
and will greatly simplify many matters 
which, under present conditions and 
without any medium through which 
we may ascertain the true sentimt»nt 
of the public, assume the proportions 
of real problems. This custom would 
also serve as an effective check 
against tendencies toward extrava- 
gance on the purt of future boards of 
aldermen. In other words, while a 
chamber of commerce in Newton 
would he entitled to no credit for the 
present reasonable tux rate, it should 
provide u definite and permanent form 
of insurance uguinst excesses of ex- 
penditure and against abnormally high 
tux rates in the future, such as some 
other cities are struggling with at the 
present time. 

But it is necessary, 1 believe, that 
Newton should maintain u representa- 
tive and highly efbeieut civic ussociu- 
tion such as a chamber of commerce, 
to register its opposition and use its 
influence against the movement to 
place in the hands of the state t lie 
assessment, collection, and distribu- 
tion of ull forms of tuxes excepting 


with Brookline. Winchester, and other 
residential cities and towns, will he 
discriminated against again in the 
event of any other forms of taxes be- 
ing collected by the state. 

I believe It Is well to anticipate un- 
favorable as well as favorable situa- 
tions and to be prepared to meet them. 

A chamber of commerce should not 
only he a medium through which we 
may solve Immediate problems, and 
develop projects to assist in the prog- 
ress of a city and Its people, hut should 
alBo he maintained on a basis of effi- 
ciency that will enable it to meet ef- 
fectually any sudden emergency that 
may unexpectedly develop and threat- 
en the welfare and prosperity of com- 
munity, or the progress of the city it- 
self. 

I have in mind various other activi- 
ties or objectives which could he 
properly considered by the chamber, 
the relative importance of which may 
be better determined by the members 
than by myself. 

I understand that Newton has no 
hand and that it is necessary to en- 
gage one from outside the city if the 
people of any section desire a public 
band concert. Chambers of commerce 
of other cities have been successful in 
organizing hands and in providing for 
their support. 

The Chamber should, I believe, he 
ready and willing to co-operate at all 
times with worthy local organizations 
of the charitable or welfare type, as- 
sist them in their campaigns Cor funds, 
and help in every way possible to 
make the work of each most effective. 
Chambers in many other cities have 
taken the initiative in bringing about 
the adoption of the ‘‘Community Chest” 
plan. I understand, however, that this 
may he brought about in Newton 
through another agency, although the 
Chamber may he in a position to co- 
operate in a practical and helpful way, 
It might be desirable that the Cham 
her, when it has adequate quarters, 
serve to some extent as a community 
centre, offering the use of its rooms 
to other organizations founded 
service, either to the city as a whole or 
to any of the various sections. The 
Chamber should also conduct a general 
information bureau on all matters con- 
nected with Newton, for the benefit of 
its citizens and for others outside de- 
siring information regarding the city. 

I believe the Chamber would be the 
proper medium for agitating the ques- 
tion of giving some public recognition 
on the part of the city as a whole to 
the service of the Newton men who 
fought in the World War; to seek to 
bring about the establishment of pub- 
lic comfort stations in proper sections; 
to encourage more general co-opera- 
tion in the safety movement activ< 
elsewhere throughout the state, es 
pecially in regard to highways; to as- 
sist the police department in establish- 
ing street safety zones throughout the 
city; to perhaps by-pass through mo- 
tor traffic and especially route heavy 
truck traffic around congested sec 
tions. It is likely that the Chamber 
would desire to take a definite stand 
in the effort being made to eliminate 
bill-boards from the city. And various 
other projects will develop and be sug 
gested from time to time. 

I am aware that Newton has other 
problems that could he solved to 
Newton’s advantage if approached 
through the proper medium. I am ig 
noring these at this time, not so much 
because I am unaware of their exist 
ence as because I have as yet had no 
time to study them, or acquire the 
necessary understanding to discuss 
them intelligently. 

I believe, however, that the Chamber 
would be justified in making a housing 
survey, with a view of relieving con 
ditions which unquestionably exist 
and are considered by those familiar 
with them to lie a menace and detri 
ment to the city. While I am not well 
informed as to the number of high 
grade single houses and attractive 
homes that are on the market, or avail 
rble for rental. 1 have ascertained that 
t s ere is a real shortage of good, but 
comparatively cheap houses and tene 
nients. I am assured by representa 
tives of the Welfare Bureau that there 
arc many families living in houses 
that are not fit to live in, because 
there are no houses or tenements 
available at a rental that is within 
their means. And that some of these 
are able and willing to buy modest 
homes were such homes available, and 
offered on the easy payment plan. And 
1 am assured that there are many young 
couples and other people of modest 
means who are prevented from locat 
ing in Newton because no homes are 
available at a moderate rental. Two 
or three men with whom I have talked 
have suggested a local housing corpo 
rution, or at least a second mortgage 
corporation to meet this need, to be 
sponsored by the Chamber, and have 
expressed their willingness to assist 
in financing such a project. 

I understand there are others who 
work in Newton hut do not feel that 
they can afford to live in Newton. I 
believe it would he an advantage to 
not only these people, hut to their em- 
ployers and to Newton Itself, if a suc- 
cessful effort could he made to provide 
modest homes and living conditions 
within the means of these people. One 
Newton manufacturer has assured me 
that. practically all of his several em- 
ployees who reside in Watertown. Wal- 
tham. and Needham would prefer to 
live in Newton. But the type of homes 
they can afford are not available. In 
my work outside of Newton, I have 
found a general impression that only 
the wealthy can afford to live in New- 
ton. 1 believe we should strive to cor- 
rect this Impression, that we may 
safely do so without affecting the 
character of the city. 

It is generally recognized that one 
of the chief functions of any chamber 
of commerce is to boost its l^jme city. 

in advertise advantages in aucb a 
wuy as to attract new residents, new 
industries, and to facilitate in all pos- 
sible ways the growth of the city. 

I believe Newton cun stuud u great 
deal of boosting of the "Trade at 
Home,” "Bank at Home,” and "Get To- 
gether” types, but hardly believe that 
it desires or requires the sort of boost- 
ing which is considered so essential 
to the growth of other cities. Still, it

We trust every voter in Newton be- 
fore casting a ballot for mayor at the 
coming city election, will seriously 
consider the many important problems 
which this city will have to face in 
the next few years and fully realize 
how important it is that their solution 
should he in the hands of our ablest 
and most far sighted men. 

In the matter of street wldenings 
and improvements alone, a glance at 
the report of the Planning Board will 
show that the city has reached a point 
where many thousands of dollars will 
have to he expended if the city in an 
adequate and sensible manner, is to 
provide for expansion which is al- 
rendv close at hand. Thousands of 
dollars can he wasted in land dam- 
ages in these important matters unless 
the greatest care is exercised in deal- 
ing with interested abuttors. The ex- 
periences of the city In this line in the 
past few years has not been wholly 
satisfactory. Land damages on the 
recent widening of Walnut street in 
Newtonville were exceedingly heavy, 
largely due to want of forethought 
and consequent threat of court pro- 
ceedings. The manner in which the 
repairs of Dudley road at Oak hill 
were bungled, resulting in the city’s 
putting down a boulevard pavement 
in a purely country district at a cost 
to Newton taxpayers of $50,000 should 
be a lesson to all future city govern- 
ments and it does not reflect any 
credit to those who were responsible 
for that action. 

With the rapid growth of the city, we 
repeat it is most important that only 
our ablest men should be in charge. 

We should by our votes next month 
show that the lack of sound judgment 
of the past is not approved by the 
residents of Newton and by the elec- 
tion of Leon B. Rogers as mayor take 
a long step towards placing this im- 
portant and far reaching phase of city 
Avork on a basis of economy and ef- 
ficiency. 

We Invite the attention of every per- 
son interested in the welfare of New- 
ton to the report we print this week 
of the new secretary of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Mowry 
gives us the fresh point of view of an 
outsider, tells us many old things in 
a new way and emphasizes many mat- 
ters of which we have been vaguelv 
conscious for some time, hut to which 
we have been more than indifferent. 
His survey of Newton conditions 
should rouse us to action at once.

Nov. 28th, 
in charge of Mrs. Prescott Warren, 
Mrs. Holbrook, and Mrs. C. Peter 
Clark of Newton Centre. 

An interesting feature of the game 
to bridge lovers will he the compari- 
sons which will he made of the bid. 
and the score with what a group of 
experts have decided sohuld he the 
best hid and the correct play of the 
hands. Prizes will be offered the 
winners in the game. 

The monev received from this great 
tournament is to go to the treasury 
of the committee engaged in rehabili- 
tating the Aisne section of France, 
nearly all of which was laid waste by 
the Germans in the great war. This 
committee is working under the per- 
sonal direction of Anne Morgan whose 
social service work is widely known. 

The people who have flocked hack 
to the place which was once home 
have returned to a land of desolation, 
on which not even a tree is left stand- 
ing. They are being helped to restore 
their farms to a condition of self sup- 
port. Tractors and all sorts of farm- 
ing implements are loaned them, by 
the use of which the land is gotten 
into shape in much shorter time than 
would have been possible under hand 
cultivation. 

Schools are being held all through 
this section, teaching the hoys and 
girls as they are taught in America; 
even to classes in manual training. 
The gymnastic training is also given 
to these children of all ages, and Boy 
Scouts are being trained to high ideals 
of future citizenship. The work is so. 
vast, covering every phase of the needs 
of the French people that a mere out- 
line of its scope cannot do it justice. 
Suffice it to say that a splendid work 
is being carried on. and the part which 
the people of Newton will play in the 
coming tournament will doubtless he 
worthy of Newton traditions: and the 
results of our contribution to this 
great cause should lie commensurate 
with the support it deserves. 


RADCLIFFE ENDOWMENT FI ND | 

Mrs. Wm. Greely. 33 Ashton avenue. 
Newton Centre, has been appointed 
chairman for Newton. Newtonville and 
Newton Centre, of the local committee 
working for the Radcliffe College En- 
dowment Fund. The first meeting of 
graduates and former students of Rad- 
cliffe living in these three Newtons, 
was held on the evening of November 
3 at the home of Mrs. Hartley Thayer 
of Newtonville. Mrs. George Pierce 
Baker, wife of Prof. Baker of Harvard, 
and recently Acting Dean of Radcliffe. 
was the speaker. She described re- 
cent developments in the college, such 
as the tutorial system, and the teach- 
ing of every freshman course by a full 
professor. After detailing the many- 
sided student activities, she explained 
the need of the Endowment Fund, not 
for expansion, hut to provide adequate 
dormitory and lecture-room space for 
the present numbers, especially the 
150 graduate students, and to make a 
long-planned increase in the salaries 
of the professors. Although Radcliffe 
has no share in the Harvard Endow- 
ment Fund, her teaching force is 
drawn entirely from the University 
and the modest fees she pays for that 
instruction should he raised in the 
same proportion as have the salaries 
from Harvard.

TO UNIFY WOMAN POWER 


Prominent women of this commun- 
ity have been asked to join in a na- 
tion wide movement to unify the wo- 
man power of the country along civic, 
welfare and patriotic lines through 
the Woman’s National Foundation 
whose headquarters are in Washing- 
ton. D. C. in response to an invita- 
tion from the organization chairman. 
Mrs. Samuel L. Powers, who was ap- 
pointed by the Foundation in Wash- 
ington to act in that capacity for the 
city of Newton, a meeting was held at 
the Hunnewell Club on November 15, 
the National Organization day. 

The present plan of the Foundation 
is to erect a beautiful building on a 
million dollar site containing the fa- 
mous treaty oak. in the heart of 
Northwest Washington. This site has 
already been secured and on it will 
he erected a permanent home. The 
main building is to he the Temple Tri- 
umphant. a great memorial to achiev- 
ing American women. This temple 
will contain an auditorium seating 
2000 persons and used as a meeting 
place for great conventions of women. 
Nearby is to be a Guest House which 
will provide ideal accommodations for 
visiting members in a modern hotel 
at most moderate rates. 

A Sylvan Theatre will afford a set- 
ting for pageants, pastoral plays and 
children's entertainments. 

The Founders’ Club is another build- 
ing of the group. Anyone who sub- 
scribes $10 or more becomes a build- 
er member and may feel in effect that 
she owns a square foot of land and 
all that is builded thereon. 

As u builder member the donor is 
entitled to a certificate of remem- 
brance to treasure in the home, and 
a duplicate to be placed in the book 
of remembrance in the Hall of Mem- 
ory. In the Hall of Memory will be 
erected 51 memorial pillars one for 
each state. Alaska. District of Colum- 
bia. and Hawaii, on which will be in- 
scribed the names of the greatest wo- 
men of that state or territory. From 
Massachusetts the names of Mercy 
Warren and Clara Barton have been 
selected. Turning to the practical 
side of the Foundation it intends to 
promote the education of women in 
civic knowledge and rights, the teach- 
ing of Americanism, the holding ot 
referendum on questions of national 
importance, the fostering of music, 
drama, and other arts and all efforts 
making for the welfure of women of 
America a National Club House. The 
Foundation is now occupying the fine 
old mansion that stands upon the es- 
tate and is the scene of great activity. 
The work has been departmentized 
and able women are giving their best 
efforts to further the plans of the 
Foundation. 


FOR A NONANTUM PLAYGROUND 


Realizing that the Children of today 
are the citizens of tomorrow, it is 
building for the future when we es- 
tablish healthy cpnditions for the phy- 
sical flevelopment of both boys and 
girls. 

In the Nonantum District of Newton 
there are 2000 children within a rad- 
ius of a few hundred yards of Adams 
street, and the only playground for 
these children is the public highway. 

Options on suitable land have been ( 
secured. One hundred and eighty 
subscriptions ranging from 25 cents 
to $150.00. amounting to $1000.00, have 
been made by the people in the im- 
mediate neighborhood, and Four Thou- 
sand rfollars more is needed to secure 
the land.

it.” Anyone who knew anything about 
football called it ideal line playing. 
We had always been led to understand 
that Capt. Butler of Malden was a

The early tribeR Included Sythlans, 
and Huns from North China, the Hun 
invasion ending with the denth of At- 
tila. The Slavs lived primarily by 
trapping and primitive agriculture, hut 
also traded on the rivers with the 
Greek colonies on the Black Sen. Ench 
Slav village had its own independent 
government. 

During the period of the Grand 
Princes, Novgorod and Kiev were the 
principal cities. Vladimir, one of the 
most powerful of the princes, made 
the Greek form of Christianity the 
state religion: he increased trade with 
Byzantium, and brought art and litera- 
ture to his people. He also established 
schools. It was said of him that he 
found Russia pagan and left it Chris- 
tian. Kiev was the centre of n great 
commerce. The dynasty was not her- 
editary and princes of other cities, 
modeled on Kiev, aspired to become 
Grand Princes, with the result that 
family feuds were common. In 1169 
a prince named Andrew took and 
sacked the city of Kiev and transferred 
the sent of power to Vladimir, near 
Moscow. 

The Republic of Novgorod dntes 
from the 9th century, and in the 12th 
century the town council obtained 
charters from the princes at Kiev to 
whom they paid tribute. 

In 1224 began the rule of the Golden 
Horde — the Tartars, a branch of the 
Mongol race under Ghengis Khan. 
They defeated the Russians, estab- 
lished their kingdom with its capital 
on the Volga, exacted a yearly tax of 
one-tenth of all products, and forced 
the Russian princes to submit to all 
kinds of indignities. 

Miss Merrill gave an account of the 
rise into prominence of Moscow, which 
is the geographical centre of Russia. 
In 1262, Daniel, son of Alexander Nev- 
ski, a great warrior who had repelled 
German and Swedish invasions and 
been made suzerain by the Khan, 
was made prince of Moscow. 

She then touched on the final defeat 
and expulsion of the Tartars by Ivan 
III, after Russia had suffered two cen- 
turies of their cruel domination. The 
influence of the Tartars was not 
strong nor lasting, though they indi- 
rectly helped to establish autocracy 
by forcing the princes to unite. At the 
close of the paper there were several 
questions and comments. 

At a guest meeting of the club held 
on Wednesday of this week, Miss Nel- 
lie Skillin, a junior at Radcliffe (Al- 
lege, gave the second in the course on 
Russia, treating, “The Ivan Dynasty.” 
She began with an account of the 
career of Ivan III (1462-1505) who was 
the first really great prince to rule In 
Moscow. He nearly doubled the Mus- 
covite territory by conquest, the mar- 
riage of his daughter to a prince of 
Lithuania, and his own marriage to 
Sophia, the niece of the last Greek 
Emperor of Constantinople. He de- 
feated the Tartars, hut failed in his 
efforts to gain the coast of the Baltic 
sea — Poland being his most vigorous 
enemy. He entered into diplomatic re- 
lations with the Papacy and Venice, 
and formed an alliance with the Haps- 
burgs of Austria in 1491. Russia be- 
came known, respected and feared (lur- 
ing his reign. He built a magnificent 
palace and three great cathedrals, and 
changed a simple, unpretentious court 
by introducing rigid and formal eti- 
quette. The title Czar was first used 
by hirn, but only occasionally.

HERMIT’S LIFE HIS CHOICE 

Man Who Hat “Flocked by Himself" 
for Twenty.Five Year* Will 
Have No Other. 

A hermit leads a fascinating life. 
So W. D. Clark says, and he ought to 
know, for he has been a hermit In the 
arctic wilderness nearly a quarter of 
a century. 

"Once a hermit, always a hermit," 
says Mr. Clark. "A hermit wants no- 
body’s pity. He enjoys his solitude 
and wouldn’t trade It for the pleas- 
ures and excitement of cities. I have 
been in civilization a year now and 
I am going back home to the wilder- 
ness ns quickly ns I can. There are 
no fakirs, swindlers and thieves there.” 

Mr. Clark’s home cabin is on the 
hendwnters of Peel river, 180 miles 
from Herschel Island and 110 miles 
from Fort McPherson. Ills nearest 
neighbor Is 50 miles away. They see 
each other once a year. With the ex- 
ception of this man, Abe Schafer, Mr. 
Clark Is the only human being In a 
thousand square miles of country. The 
Indians do not go that far north and 
the Eskimos do not come that fnr 
south. 

“I have seen 10,000 caribou In a 
herd,” Mr. Clark said. “They go to 
the arctic coast In the spring to have 
their young and In September they re- 
turn south to the edge of the timber, 
where they can find shelter and moss 
on which they live.’* 

The mercury goes 75 degrees below 
In winter, Mr. Clark says, but It Is 
the most healthful climate In the 
world. Old-timers up there, he de- 
clares, do not know what sickness 
means. 


WORD HAS MANY MEANINGS 


When One Mentions “Fish,” the Sylla- 
ble Is Susceptible of More Than 
One Construction. 

“All Is not fish that swims” reflected 
Ihe sapient philosopher as he beheld 
a summer girl taking to the ocean. 
The sapient philosopher was formulat- 
ing a great truth when he came to 
that conclusion. 

The whale, for Instance, although It 
unquestionably swims, Is more closely 
related to the cow than to the minnow. 
The seul is closer kin to the dog than 
to tiie fluke. 

To a great many fishermen the word 
“fish”— see Latin “piscis” and Dutch 
“vlsch" (the same word) — possesses 
only the verb form, “to fish.” Catch- 
ing fish Is not a necessary part of the 
process of fishing. The thing Is “to 
fish,” and Is not primarily to 
catch fish. (See fishermen on the 
banks of the Seine in Purls, "fishing” 
all day without even getting a bite 
from a minnow.) 

A famous Englishman by the name 
of Izaak Walton was one of the most 
persistent patrons of the verb “to 
fish." The w’ord “fish” was also ex- 
tensively used during the war in an ef- 
fort to save meat for the fighters. — 
Exchange. 


Bigamy for a Lodging. 

A Le Mans signalman has just been 
condemned to two years’ imprison- 
ment for bigamy which, he avers, he 
committed In order to find in the pres- 
ent “crise de Logement” somewhere 
to luy his head. 

He is a man of fifty-five and lie re- 
cently married a widow of seventy- 
five who offered him a room in her 
cottage on the firm condition that he 
should marry her. This he did, de- 
claring that his wife was dead. One 
of his wives was dead, but the police 
tracked down another, who deserted 
him some time ago. The unfortunate 
man has now* had “crise de Logement” 
solved for some time, at least. — Paris 
Figaro. 


Blackbird Fed Thrush. 

A lady of Penzance who Is a great 
lover of birds, suys Mr. W. II. Hudson 
In his recently published book, “Ad- 
ventures Among Birds," noticed that 
a blackbird and a thrush always came 
together to her lawu where she was In 
the habit of placing food for the birds. 
Then she noticed that the blackbird 
fed the thrush, picking up the crumbs 
of bread und putting them into its 
mouth. Looklug more closely, she dis- 
covered thut the thrush’s beak had 
been cut off close to the head, prob- 
ably by a steel trap or a sudden-death 
spring trap, such us the children In 
Cornwall commonly use to catch or 
kill small birds. The thrush was lu- 
cupable of feeding itself. 


Osmiriduim in Tasmania. 

Recent exploration and develop- 
ment have revealed enormous de- 
posits of osmlridlum and gold-bearing 
gravels in the valleys of the large 
rivers of the western division of Tus- 
manlu, which is the sole producer on 
u lurge scule of point metal osmirid- 
ium. For the first half of 1020 the pro- 
duction was 1,003 ounces, valued at 
£41,642. In Murcli, 1920, the local price 
reuched £42 10s. per ounce, stutes the 
London Times Trade Supplement.

His grandson. Ivan IV, known as 
Ivan the Terrible, used it commonly. 
His reign began in 1533 and lasted 
until 1584. During his minority, the 
nobles were turbulent and jealous of 
each other, but when he grew to man- 
hood, he instituted reforms at home 
and won much glory by his conquests. 
In 1550, he established the first na- 
tional Parliament, and in 1552 and 
1555 he won great victories over the 
Tartars. But his ambitions for north- 
ern conquest were never realized, for 
he was completely cut off from the 
Baltic. The last twenty years of his 
long reign were the bloodiest in Rus- 
sian history. Though not exactly ‘in- 
sane. he grew suspicious and distrust- 
ful of those about him — he even mur- 
dered his own son — and surrounded 
himself with a bodyguard composed of 
thieves and cutthroats. He hated Mos- 
cow and refused to live there. After 
his death came what are known as the 
“Troublous Times” — about thirty years 
when no strong ruler had control and 
anarchy prevailed. An uprising of the 
people put an end to this state of 
things — a grand assembly was called, 
and the result of their action was the 
establishment of Michael Romanoff on 
the throne — the first of the house that 
reigned until the fall of the late Czar 
in 1916. 

Miss Skillin answered many ques- 
tions which the interest in her paper 
brought out. The meeting then ad- 
journed. 

The following resolution was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Ralph C. Henry, chair- 
man of the Conservation committee, 
and adopted by the club: 

WHEREAS. The members of this 
Club believe that it is possible to set- 
tle international disputes without re- 
course to arms: 

AND WHEREAS. Resort to arms 
does not settle disputes, nor does war 
benefit the victor more than the van- 
quished. hut plunges all alike into un- 
utterable misery: 

AND WHEREAS. Another war, 
waged not only with explosives, but 
with germs and chemicals and pests, 
destroying not only our cities, but the 
very soil from which we derive our 
sustenance, would bring about the 
downfall of civilization; 

Resolved, that 

We, therefore, members of the So- 
cial Science Club of Newton, Massa- 
chusetts. do urge upon the conferees 
assembled at this historic conference, 
to work frankly and openly, in a spirit 
of tolerance and cooperation, not only 
for the greatest possible degree 
of disarmament consistent with the 
preservation of law and order, but for 
some lasting agreement among the na- 
tions whereby the peace of the world 
may be preserved. 

Resolved: That a copy of this resolu- 
tion he sent to the chairman nf every’ 
delegation now assembled fn Washing- 
ton at the Conference. 


Mrs. Claude U. Gilson, in speaking 
before the recent meeting of the New- 
ton Community Club, held her audience 
in closest attention as she described 
what she herself saw during the past 
summer as she visited the various 
countries of Europe. England, she 
said, is passing through a terrific- 
crisis in her unemployment situation. 
Belgium, she said, is not yet cleared 
up, but she found that country one of 
the most hopeful things she saw, for 
on account of its comparatively small 
area, the government will he able to 
rebuild everything within the next few 
years, barring, of course, the Cloth 
Hall, and a few cathedrals. 

In France rebuilding is going ahead 
slowly. She advises our letting them 
alone to do it their own way, instead 
of our going over to help them. Our 
best way to help is to send money and 
to give them our good will. Proceed- 
ing to Central Europe. Poland ap- 
peared the most discouraging propo- 
sition. for there they are trying to 
build a 20th century state upon an ISth 
century basis. The country is made 
up of nobility and peasants, with 
nothing in between. A terrific anti- 
Semitic feeling exists all through Cen- 
tral Europe, especially in Poland. 

Mrs. Gilson found conditions in 
Czecho-Slovakia. especially in the Bo- 
hemian part, the most hopeful of any. 
Dr. Masaryk. whom* she characterized 
as u man flue enough to be the presi- 
dent of the United States, is a man of 
high ideals and, if all is as good as its 
best, the country is destined to become 
an ideal commonwealth. Formerly. 
German was the common language of 
the different parts of the country, but 
today, they will have none of it. As 
there are no books printed in Czech, 
these high-minded leaders are asking 
money to have this done. 

All the sections of central Europe 
are ready to die for self-determination, 
and they seem ulso ready to kill for it. 
No sooner has the Austrian foot been 
raised than they are ready to oppress 
others. Education is sorely needed for 
in the Slovakian section the people 
are St) per cent illiterate. In Ruthenia 
the people are 100 per cent illiterate, 
and their salvation will come only 
through education. 

Going south. Mrs. Gilson visited VI- 
ennu, finding Austria in a most hope- 
less and forlorn condition; the chil- 
dren of Vienuu are the worst off of 
those of any country, being 16 pounds 
under the eve rase weight and t Inch#* 
under the average height, in the bedi 
hotels she found food in abundance, 
und the people, who huve come there 
to prey upon the couutry through 
cheap speculation, are living riotously, 
and us food is cheap, in our money, 
they are eating much more than they 
need or is good for them, while the 
common people are slowly starving. 
Rents have increased so tremendously 
thut people cuiinot afford to pay them 


and have enough left for food, neither 
can they afford to move. Incomes 
have shrunk a thousand fold. She 
cited the instance of a noble family to 
whom she had letters of introduction, 
where the wife told her that her own 
children had cried themselves to sleep 
night after night, week after week, 
with hunger. 

In Hungary she found the people 
determined upon getting hack those 
parts of their country which have 
been taken away. They are really de- 
sirous of having a king, because It is 
a cheaper form of government. Mrs. 
Gilson showed samples of the propa- 
ganda which is being circulated every- 
where through the country intended to 
keep their minds intent upon securing 
their lost territory. 

She found deep appreciation every- 
where for the American relief work, 
and she was high in her commendation 
of what has been done by both the 
American and the English Friends. 

At the business meeting which pre- 
ceded the lecture an appeal was made 
for support of the West Newton Music 
School and by Mrs. Celia Wellman for 
the Newton Circle. The members wel- 
comed again the club chorus, which 
rendered two selections. 


“Camouflage in Education.” was the 
subject of the Rev. M. H. Ldchllter’s, 
address before the West Newton Wo- 
men's Educational Club on Friday. 
November 11th. Dr. Lichliter is well 
known as an eloquent and forceful 
speaker, and held the closest attention 
of the audience. In his opinion the 
three great problems in education to- 
day are “The overcrowded curriculum, 
the overtechnical methods of teaching, 
and the overindulged children.” The 
overstimulated social life of the young 
people today tends to kill intellectual 
development. The prime function of 
the schools should be education and 
discipline. 

Mrs. Florence Le Moyne Seeley, for- 
merly of the Chicago Opera Co., sang 
in an artistic and charming manner 
Lullaby, by Jocelyn; Flower Song, 
from Faust: and “The Quest, by El- 
eanor Smith, and responded gener- 
ously to encores. 

In recognition of Armistice Day and 
in honor of “The Unknown Soldier.” 
the president made a few remarks suit- 
aide to the occasion, and Mrs. John R. 
McLean read the hymn. “The Supreme 
Sacrifice.” 

Refreshments were served. Mrs. Jo- 
seph A. McDonald and Mrs. Charles 
L. Anderson, presiding at the tea 
table. 


Newton Federation 

In spite of the severe storm of Wed- 
nesday of last week, a fair-sized audi- 
ence assembled for the autumn meet- 
ing of the Newton Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs, which took the form of a 
Home Economics Conference. Before 
the opening of the subject of the af- 
ternoon a plea for disarmament was 
presented and the women asked to 
flood Washington with letters. Songs 
by Miss Mitten were much enjoyed. 

Mrs. Frank L. Miller presided over 
the program, as chairman of the com- 
mittee: she presented as the first 
speaker. Mrs. Willis of Brockton, who 
spoke upon "The Renovation of House- 
hold Furnishings.” giving practical 
hints as to the sort of walls, floors, 
and furnishings which will produce 
the desired results. She also told of 
ways in which women may do much 
of this work themselves and thereby 
save tremendously upon the expense. 
In discussing furniture, she advised 
taking account of stock, putting that 
of a period together as far as possible, 
using slip covers to disguise wood- 
work not in keeping with other arti- 
cles which must be used. When buy- 
ing new. she advised against getting 
the cheapest thing, but rather getting 
the best for the money available. Mrs. 
Tones gave a practical demonstration 
of the renovation of clothing by the 
removal of spots.

PLEA FOR THE SMALL BIRDS 


Writer Calls Attention to Their Vast 
Services in Staying the Ravages 
of Insects. 

He is no sportsman, and n vandal 
sort of butcher, who shoots the 
small birds, which no stretch of In- 
genuity can bring within the definition 
of game. 

In some European countries such 
shooting is termed sport, and some im- 
migrants have brought the bnd habit 
with them. All hunters and sports- 
men should discourage, or when pos- 
sible, without resorting to too severe 
measures, put a stop to such butchery. 
And that not simply because we ought 
to, and sensible folk do like to hear 
and see the little things about, but 
also because of the actual benefits 
they confer upon mankind. 

Michelet, the French naturalist and 
historian, says in his “Insect Life” 
that if all the birds were destroyed 
man could not live on earth more than 
nine years. He believed that without 
birds to check the ravages of Insects, 
the insects would first destroy the 
growing crops of grain, next the grass 
and the foliage, which would leave 
nothing on which to feed cattle, hogs, 
sheep or poultry. The crops having 
been destroyed, all domestic animals 
would perish for want of food, and 
man in his extremity, in a barren and 
desolate world, would be driven to the 
necessity of living entirely on fish. 
When the supply of fish was exhausted 
he would starve. — Montreal Family 
Herald.

ARMISTICE DAY RESOLUTIONS 


RESOLVED that it is the sense of 
the citizens of Newton Centre, Massa- 
chusetts, assembled in a union service 
for divine worship on Armistice Day 
November 11, 1921. 

First: That there should be a sweep 
ing reduction and limitation of arma- 
ments; that there should be substi- 
tuted therefor International Courts of 
Justice and Boards of Arbitration; 

Second: That the spirit of Christian 
patriotism demands the practice of fel- 
lowship and brotherhood between na- 
tions, which spirit we believe will con- 
quer every barrier of trade, color, 
creed and race; 

Third: That the purpose and action 
of the President in calling an Interna- 
tional Conference for the Reduction 
of Armaments is inspiring and proph- 
etic; and we pledge him and our Rep- 
resentatives in the Conference our 
support and prayers for the achieve- 
ment of a warless world, and for uni- 
versal peace and goodwill.

flected that words express ideas, and 
that therefore if a precise idea re- 
curs, the precise word for that idea 
ought to recur. The idea expressed 
by the word ‘first’ is precise enough, 
and no other English word means what 
‘first’ means. Certainly ‘Initial’ does 
not mean ‘first.’ Still, the man meant 
well. His misfortune was that, hav- 
ing picked up a good notion without 
examining it, he imagined that repe- 
tition was inelegant In itself. Repe- 
tition Is only wrong when It Is uninten- 
tional, and when, being horrid to the 
ear, it is reasonably and honestly 
avoidable. On the other hand, repe- 
tition, used with tact and courage, may 
achieve not merely elegance but posi- 
tive brilliance.” 

Here Is Bennett’s style both In 
theory and practice, and the practice 
agrees with the theory. The passage 
is not merely clear, but It Is brilliantly 
repetitive. The trouble Is that Bennett 
often goes out of his way to repeat 
himself. 


HEARTS AFFECTED BY FEAR 


Lack Dramas in Verse. 

It Is a curious thing, in the present 
high tide of the drama, and remember- 
ing that the glory of English literature 
is its poetry, that we have no good 
modern English drams In verse. It is 
all the more remarkable because the 
foremost French dramutlst and the 
foremost modern German dramatist 
wrote their masterpieces in verse form 
— “Cyrano de Bergerac" by Itostand 
and “Die Versunkene Glocke,” by 
Hauptmann. 

John Masefield, when he writes 
plays, writes them in prose, with only 
slight exceptions. And so, for the most 
part, have Synge, Yeats, Lord Dun- 
sany, and others. George Meredith 
might have written poetic dramas In 
the Elizabethan manner. Thomas 
Hardy’s “Dynasts” Is an Intellectual 
rather than a poetic masterpiece — it 
has nothing of the sublime, emotional, 
thrilling, transporting power of Ros- 
tand, We admire the author’s mind 
more than the work. — William Lyon 
Phelps in the Yale Review. 


Rustless Steel. 

Rustless steel seeius to be a com- 
pletely established fact and it should 
be looked into for employment in 
various industries, according to the 
Compressed Air Magazine (New York). 
Says tliis publication: “It is reported 
on German authority that the Krupp 
works are paying special attention to 
the production of such steel. The 
metal contains a large amount of 
chrome and is said to he remarkable 
for its hardness and strength. Its 
resistance to chemical action is such 
that it is not affected by boiling in 
nitric acid. It Is used as a substitute 
for nickel-plated metal in the manu- 
facture of instruments. The firm Is 
also studying the question of using 
rustless steel In the manufacture of 
plates for artificial teeth In place of 
the gold or vulcanite now generally 
employed.” 


Armenian Children Slow in Recover- 
ing From Terrors to Which They 
Were Long Subjected. 

According to Dr. Mabel Elliott, head 
of the American Woman’s Hospitals, 
who is now serving with the Near 
East Relief at Ismid, Turkey, a large 
number of the Armenian children 
under her care are suffering from en 
larged heurts or other forms of heart 
disease, due to the constant fear to 
which they have been prey during the 
past few years. 

Relief workers In the Near East 
have long been familiar with the men- 
tal petrifaction due to the terrible ex- 
perience through which these children 
have passed, most of them having for- 
gotten everything of their past, their 
names, their homes and their language 
Included, but this Is the first instance 
that has been recorded of the effect of 
fear on their hearts. 

The cure which Dr. Elliott Is prac- 
ticing with these children Is a com- 
bination of mental and medical. First 
of all. they are mnde to realize that 
they are entirely out of danger and 
among friends. Then they are put on 
a special diet of nourishing foods and 
certain exercises are prescribed. The 
results so far have been remarkably 
successful.

Roses for Every Section. 

The Department of Agriculture in 
a rose zone map shows how frosts lim- 
it rose culture in certain sections. Tea 
roses by this map can be grown 
throughout the South and in California, 
or wffierever the frosts are over in 
March. Hybrid tea roses are safe far- 
ther north to southern Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska. New 
Mexico and Arizona, where the frosts 
are over in April. Hybrid perpetuals 
and some hardy specimens can he 
grown in the northern stutes where 
the last frost is In May, but where 
frosts occur during the summer, as 
in parts of the northwest, success with 
outdoor roses is difficult. 

This schedule is based on the suppo- 
sition that roses in the districts as- 
signed to them as safe will need no 
special care iu the winter. With win- 
ter coverings of earth, straw and bur 
lap, many roses will resist frost and 
cold. Some hybrid tea roses, for ex 
ample, can be grown In Minnesota and 
Massachusetts. 

There are thousands of varieties of 
roses, and several hundred new one: 
are produced each year, so that there 
are roses adaptable to practically ev 
ery part of the country. 


Oil Burned by Ocean Liner. 

It costs approximately $102, (HH) to 
fill the oil tanks of the White Star liner 
Olympic for u round trip. The tanks 
held 7.5(H) tons, and ubout 7(H) tons 
remain at the end of a normal round 
voyage. The oil is taken out ut ( New 
York tit a saving of nearly one-half. 
The Olympic bus only recently been 
equipped to take on oil enough for 
the retyjru voyage. — Wall Street Jour-

and on the continent is brought back 
by Charles A. Brown of Auburndale, 
who is connected with the Regal Shoe 
om pa ny. He has been over for sev- 
eral months. As this trip followed a 
similar one soon after the close of the 
ho has had exceptional oppor- 
tunity to come in personal contact 
with prominent business men and 
others in position to lie representative 
of popular feeling as it really is when 
not on exhibition for public purposes. 
He reached home Saturday evening. 
Sunday noon ho spoke at length to the 
Bible class of the Auburndale Congre- 
gational Church, which had taken up 
the armament conference for its sub- 
ject. 

International debts, Mr. Brown found 
constitute a material element of the 
nations to each other. We here, he 
says, have no conception of the differ- 
ence between the financial stability we 
enjoy and the debt-burdened and over- 
taxed conditions in England and on 
the continent. We feel that our taxes 
are heavy, but, in England, if a man 
has an income of $10,000, the govern- 
ment takes $8000 of it in taxes, 
•’’ranee is suffering fearfully. Eng- 
land and Frnnce are both so terribly 
in debt that they will never be able to 
pay their debts to us in this genera- 
tion. Germany, he says, seems hope- 
lessly bankrupt. One consequence of 
this general condition, common to all 
these countries, is that there is a ques- 
tion why all these international obli- 
gations should not he wiped off from 
the books completely. In England 
they say: "You in the United States 
do not know much about the war as it 
really was; you were thousands of 
miles away; you have not suffered 
much compared with what we have 
suffered; you have got all the money 
there is in the world. Now, why is it 
not the best thing all around, for the 
United States to wipe off the debt that 
Great Britain owes you; then Britain 
will wipe out what France owes us 
and we will start square all around?” 
They feel the situation very keenly. 
But we tell them that we are Ameri- 
cans and that it is part of our national 
creed that nations should pay their 
debts. 

Regarding limitation of armaments, 
the situation with us is quite different 
from what it is with the European na- 
tions. We are thousands of miles 
from any nation which can do any- 
thing to harm us and the ocean is be- 
tween. But, over there it is totally 
different. One of their ineji put it in 
this way: "You are from Boston; 
what would you think if, in New York 
a little more than 200 miles away, you 
had a strong warlike neighbor which 
had such a record as Germany has? 
You would want to have some strong 
guarantee of safety in case you re- 
duced pour armament. The problem is 
very different for the United States 
from what it is for Europe." 

Mr. Brown commented upon the 
moral qualities of the people in Eng- 
land and in the United States respect- 
ively. Where he went, in families 
representative of the general sentiment 
in England, he found a decidedly high- 
er moral and religious tone than there 
is here. It is the customary practice, 
as he observed it in his admittance to 
English families, to have family pray- 
ers daily, to which the servants are 
invited and expect to attend. He 
feared that the family life in the Unit- 
ed States, judged by that standard, 
would make a comparatively poor 
showing. He applied his observation 
to the people in England in general. 

One of the British nobility put a 
question to him of much significance: 
"Are you still teaching in the schools 
of the United States the old stories o( 
the war of the Revolution, the battles 
of Lexington and Bunker Hill and the 
British taxation and thus keeping 
alive the antagonisms between the na- 
tions?” Mr. Brown replied that he 
had the pleasure of informing him 
that he had looked into that matter 
and that there is not now as much of 
the teaching of war and of contest 
between the United States and Great 
Britain as there was formerly. Then 
his British friend went on to say that 
there had been much sympathy with 
the colonies on the part of many peo- 
ple in England during the Revolution- 
ary war. Some of their cabinet mem* 
hers were openly sympathetic with the 
United States and wanted them to 
have a fair show, but King George III 
wuh a German and looked upon the 
colonies from the German point of 
view. It was he, as a German, who 
hired the Hessians to come over nere 
and light to conquer the United States. 

Views wore given to Mr. Brown re- 
garding the Sinn Fein movement 
which have an important bearing. The 
Irish in the United States, he declared, 
are playing a prominent purt in the 
difficulty, if it were not for them, 
England would have no trouble and 
the entire agitation would have been 
settled long ago. The Irish movement 
could not exiBt at all if it were not 
financed from America. An amazing 
amount of money is being sent over 
constantly from this country and thus 
the resistance of the Irish is kept 
alive. Peace would have been restored 
long ago if it had not been for the 
operations through which the United 
States, a fiktuily nation, is used as a 
basis of making war upon England. 

Mr. Brown’s picture of the Japan- 
ese situation will command especial 
attention in view of the situation at 
the armament conference. He found 
Japanese everywhere, both on the 
[ steamships going und coining, in Eng- 
i land und on the continent. They 
I uro numerous und they are very 
busy. They keep by themselves, 
' he says, in a sense that they 


do not mix with the whites, though 
they are everywhere. People gener- 
ally in England and in France and 
Belgium, he says, distrust them. Jap- 
anese are as unpopular in Europe as 
they are in California. They are 
found busily working in public libra- 
ries. They are frequent in hotels. 
They are often seen on the railroad 
trains. What they are doing so busily 
is a mystery, but they certainly are 
numerous and active. 

As the situation is seen in Great 
Britain, if that country and the Unit 
cd States act together, as one would 
suppose they would from their com- 
mon origin, language, political idea’s 
and similar institutions, they could 
control the situation of wnr or peace 
for the world. They can keep til 
peace in the Far East and they can 
determine the control of the Padflq 
He found the expression often in Eu- 
rope that the Unit? ! States and Japan 
will be at war within the next five 
years and the treaty of alliance be^ 
tween Great Britain and Japan will 
oon expire. Japan, it is felt, is c 
strongly militarist nation and is stead- 
ily pursuing a militarist, policy. 

The hour of adjournment cut off the 
discussion before a counter view wa$J 
possible from Rev. Otis Cary, a mis 
sioniary of the American Board, wht 
was present. He is now home on i 
furlough from Japan and has spokei 
in public strongly against the inflaming 
of war feeling between Japan and tin 
United States. He arms from lonj 
residence in Japan and familiarity 
with the people and the government 
that Japan does not want war, bu 
only fair play and that its sentimen 
toward the United States is truljj 
friendly.

will do no harm, and much good, to ad- 
vertise its many advantages in a con- 
servative way, not so much to increase 
its population or hurry the growth of 
the city, as to add to the prestige 
which it enjoys as a high-grade city of 
fine homes and fine people, and of un- 
usual advantages as a place of resi- 
dence. This sort of advertising may 
attract new residents, but it will at- 
tract a different type than the usual 
flamboyan home-town boosting propa- 
ganda indulged in by other cities. If 
we concern ourselves chiefly with ef- 
forts to make Newton a better place 
in which to live, for those already 
here, the future growth of the city will 
take care of itself. And, as the city 
expands, new problems will be con- 
tinuously provided for the considera- 
tion of its chamber of commerce. 

Newton, however, enjoys one dis- 
tinction which I am not sure is to its 
advantage. It is generally known 
throughout the state that Newton has 
had no active chamber of commerce

of tho modern typo. Other cities mnr^ 
vel at the fact. I believe it will rer- 
tnlnly do Newton no harm to correct 
this condition as soon as possible. The 
progrcsHlveness of a city is usually 
measured by the progresslveness of Its 
Chamber of Commerce. 

To make the work of the Chamber 
most effective, to Insure maximum re- 
sults, we should, I believe, divide the 
membership Into divisions, or groups, 
each a separate unit for the purpose 
of dealing with specific problems 
which affect special groups and are of 
hut Indirect Interest to the member- 
ship as a whole. While there will be 
many matters which will, and should, 
be of interest to the entire membership, 
and the application of the Influence 
of the entire Chamber will be neces- 
sary to achieve many objectives, a 
large proportion of the activities will 
directly concern but one of the various 
divisions of the Chamber. 

While manufacturers will generally 
sympathize with the merchants In 
their difficulties and problems, I do 
not feel that it Is either fair or rea- 
sonable to expect the manufacturers to 
give their time and thought to the so- 
lution of the problems of others, with 
many of which they will not be fa- 
miliar and in the solution of which, 
because of that fact, they can offer 
hut little assistance. Neither is it fair 
to ask the merchant to worry over he 
problems of the manufacturer. And 
there are many others who. while 
wishing the merchant and manufactur- 
er good, luck, will not care to attend 
meetings of either group and worry 
about things which do not directly 
concern themselves or the city as a 
whole. But, at a meeting of the civic 
division, or of the building and devel- 
opment division, they will be keenly 
Interested, will be able to offer counsel 
and advice of the helpful and construc- 
tive sort, and glad to help if their 
help is needed. 

Another advantage of having divi- 
sions of membership, and of activi- 
ties, is that there Is a limit to the 
amount of time and co-operation that 
may he expected of those giving vol- 
untary service, if we endeavor to en- 
list the active co-operation of the en- 
tire membership in every minor proj- 
ect that we take up, the number of 
important matters that we may con- 
sider and deal with will he much less 
than if widely different matters are 
being dealt with simultaneously by the 
several divisions. We skould ask the 
membership as a whole to consider 
and deal with only those things which 
affect them all, or the community as 
a whole. 

No one understands the problems of 
the merchants, or can think of as many 
practical ways In which a chamber of 
commerce can help him. as the mer- 
chant himself. No one knows as much 
about the industrial problems of the 
community as the manufacturer. The 
real estate dealer, the contractor, and 
others, know most about the problems 
of building and development. And 
the civic problems of the city are best 
understood by those who are active in 
civic affairs and the group of public- 
spirited men who can he found in any 
community who are striving constant- 
ly to make their city a better city in 
which to live and who are willing to 
give service at any time to help bring 
this about. Of course there will be 
matters which having their inception 
in the respective divisions, which will 
be of sufficient importance to require 
joint consideration and action by all 
divisions, or the Chamber as a whole. 
And other matters of a character that 
would justify their being brought at 
the very beginning to the attention of 
the entire membership. 

The greatest opportunities for con- 
structive work in Newton will prob- 
ably be found in the civic and in the 
mercantile divisions. While every 
present and prospective member of 
tjie Newton Chamber should be in- 
terested in civic affairs, it is quite like- 
ly that there will be many of them who 
are not. Members should not look to 
a Chamber of Commerce for what they 
can get out of it as much as for what 
they can put into it, the extent to 
which each will he permitted to co- 
operate with his fellow citizens in 
the doing of things designed for the 
benefit of their city. The man who Is 
not interested in anything that helps 
Newton unless it helps him first, and 
most, will not lie nearly as valuable 
to the Chamber, and to the city, as the 
man who is broad enough to see that 
what helps Newton must inevitably, es- 
pecially if he is a business man, help 
him too. 

I am not prepared to suggest at this 
time whether the civic division of the 
Newton Chamber should include mere- 
ly those who prefer to work in that di- 
vision and others who are not eligible 
to any of the other specific groups, or 
whether it should include the entire 
membership. That is a matter that 
can lie determined best by the mem- 
bership itself, by the board of direc- 
tors, or by proper committee action. 
The need for greater unity of thought 
and action on matters of importance to 
all the Newtons is such that it may be 
impossible to get too large a number 
of people to thinking about them and 
co-operating in the solution of these 
problems. But anything initiated by 
a separate civic division would, of 
course, have the prestige and moral 
support of the entire Chamber behind 
it and — in view of the numerous spe- 
cific problems that seem to confront 
some of the other proposed groups — 
Newton as a whole might benefit more 
if the difficulties of these groups were 
ironed out as soon as possible by the 
respective groups themselves, while 
another group, and probably the 
larger one, would he giving careful 
and continuous consideration to the 
civic needs of the city. 

In the giving of direct service to 
members, I believe the Chamber can 
do as much for the merchants of the 
city as for any other group. From 
my understanding of tho situation, I 
liolieve that at leust three types of 
service should be inaugurated for tho 
benefit of tho merchants of the city as 
soon as possible. First, a vigorous 
und continuous “trade ut home” cam- 
paign, that much of the trading being 
done in Boston and Waltham may be 
diverted buck to the Newtons, where 
it belongs. Of course the merchunts 
themselves must do something to make 
it attractive und profitable for Newton 
people to trade at Newton stores, und 
they can do u greut deal through work- 
ing together that they could not hope 
to do us individuals. Results (but 
have been positively astounding liuve 


linen accomplished In other communi- 
ties. an appeal to the loyalty and local 
pride of the people being backed up 
by real co-operation on the part of 
the merchants themselves. 

Second, I would suggest that we 
establish a credit rating bureau. This 
should he one that would indicate to 
any merchant having the service the 
financial responsibility of any citizen 
while, through the co-operation of the 
building and development division in 
reporting newcomers to the city, the 
responsibility of these may be ascer- 
tained from the credit rating main- 
tained by chambers of commerce in the 
cities from which they come. This 
would prevent the merchants from the 
necessity of ascertaining the responsi- 
bility of these people through disa- 
greeable experiences of their own. 

Third, I believe that there should lie 
some control of advertising and solicit- 
ing schemes. To control this evil is a 
comparatively simple matter, provid- 
ing there is a medium through which 
the merchants may get together, and 
stick together in making effective the 
rules that they adopt. Merchants in 
any community are the common prey 
of schemers and confidence men of all 
sorts, not because they are so much 
more easy than other Individuals but 
because they are so conveniently lo- 
cated and easy to reach. A large ma- 
jority of the solicitation schemes will 
never get beyond the first merchant 
called upon, if the solicitor is informed 
that nothing can be done for him un- 
til his scheme has the endorsement of 
the Chamber of Commerce. In con- 
nection with my work with the State 
Chamber of Commerce, merchants all 
over the state have voluntarily stated* 
— and this includes a great many in 
Boston — that, if their local chamber of 
commerce did nothing else, this in- 
vestigation service in itself makes 
their support of their chamber a profit- 
able investment and saves them many 
times the amount of their annual mem- 
bership dues every year. 

I admit frankly that I am somewhat 
in doubt as to just what form of or- 
ganization the retail merchants divi- 
sion of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce should take. I have been told 
in Newton Centre that the Newton 
Centre merchants didn’t care what 
happened down in Newtonville or at 
Newton Corner. And at Newton Cor- 
ner I have been told that the merchants 
there didn’t care a continental what 
happened to their brethren at New- 
ton Centre or at Auburndale. And the 
fellow at the Highlands doesn’t care 
whether the fellow at Nonantum 
makes his overhead this week or not. 
Of course this is not the All-Newton 
spirit which we hope to develop 
through the Chamber of Commerce. 
But it is perfectly natural perhaps, 
through the fact that most of the vil- 
lages are virtually separate communi- 
ties in themselves, that this attitude 
should exist. I believe, however, that 
the merchants of all of the villages 
will find that they have more things 
in common than they themselves rea- 
lize. If a dead-beat should move from 
the Upper Falls down to Newton Cor- 
ner, I believe that his credit rating, or 
his lack of it, would he of interest to 
the merchants at Newton Corner. If 
a smooth and suave solicitor should 
present a plausible scheme sufficiently 
good to trim the merchants of one 
village, I believe the merchants of the 
other villages would be glad to know it 
before they learned the details through 
their own sad experience. And I think 
it will be obvious to all that a “Buy 
a Home” campaign may be made much 
more effective through the co-opera- 
tion of the merchants of all the New- 
tons than by the individual groups 
working alone. 

I believe the merchants themselves 
should determine whether we shall 
have several mercantile divisions rep- 
resenting the various sections of the 
city, each having its own governing 
committee and being practicaly a re- 
tail merchants’ association by itself, 
or whether we shall have one large 
retail merchants’ divisions, including 
the merchants of the entire city. 

I am inclined to believe that per- 
haps the best results may lie obtained 
through an all-city mercantile division 
which could hold occasional meetings 
for the consideration of those matters 
which affected them all, and that this 
division could be sub-divided into sep- 
arate divisions for Newton Corner. 
Newtonville. Newton Centre, etc. This 
would place the merchants of each 
village in a position where they could 
not only co-operate in putting over 
projects on the All-Newton plan, but 
could also take the initiative in start- 
ing tilings for themselves. A “Dollar- 
Day” might lie a big success in one vil- 
lage, and fall flat in another. A win- 
dow-dressing competition might also 
pull a big crowd in one section, and 
cause hardly a ripple of excitement in 
another. And the merchants of one 
village might at some time desire to 
stage a celebration all their own. or 
to chip in and put over some merchan- 
dising or advertising stunt by them- 
selves that might not appeal to others. 

I would not be surprised if healthy 
competition of this sort between the 
various villages might not tend to de- 
velop progressiveness on the part of 
all of them, and be a good thing. And 
joint action liy all groups in those 
matters in which all could work to- 
gether to the best advantage would 
still lie possible at all times. 

1 have not yet had the time or the op- 
portunity to talk with a sufficient num- 
ber of Newton manufacturers to ascer- 
tain very clearly their needs or the 
ways in which a chamber of commerce 
can be of assistance to them in their 
business problems, or in the social 
problems of their employees. But l 
believe that, after civic and mercan- 
tile divisions are established and 
functioning in an effective way. that 
we will have no difficulty in finding 
things for the other proposed divisions 
to do. 

Some of the possible activities which 
I have already suggested would prop- 
erly come within the scope of work to 
be assigned to this division. There 
is evidently a need for Americaniza- 
tion work in some sections of the city, 
which is already being met to some 
extent. Undoubtedly the chumber 
could assist to make this more effec- 
tive, If it should be decided that New- 
ton should have a greater diversity of 
industries, to equalize the labor sup- 
ply, or that a few additional industri- 
al plants of the right type, and in the 
right location, were needed to provide 
“Newton Jobs for Newton people”, 
projects of this sort would lie of spe- 


cial interest to both the Industrial and 
building and development divisions. 
While Newton Is not an industrial 
city, I think that most of those Indus- 
tries already located here are desir- 
able and necessary. In considering 
constructive plans for future develop- 
ment, It may seem desirable and nec- 
essary to have others. And those al- 
ready here should be given all the as- 
sistance that a Chamber of Commerce 
can give. 

Every chamber of commerce has, 
or should have, a program of work. 

In addition to the various types of 
direct service which it Is giving its 
members, and the continuous effort to 
meet community problems which re- 
quire immediate consideration and 
treatment, it should each year select 
a group of major problems which it 
will endeavor to solve, a group of spe- 
cial objectives which It will strive to 
achieve during the year. 

The objects of a program of work 
are two-fold, first that the chamber 
may give maximum results to the city 
as well as to the individual, and. sec- 
ond. that we may have a definite basis 
upon which to appeal to the citizens 
for their cooperation and support as 
members. In the absence of any long 
record of past accomplishment, or of 
any present activities of great im- 
portance, our appeal for membership 
must be based largely upon promises 
of future accomplishment. And these 
promises must he kept, of course. If 
a chamber of commerce, or any other 
organization founded upon service, is 
to survive, and merit the continued 
support of a community, it must deliv- 
er the goods. 

A program of work should not. of 
course, include all of the problems 
which confront a community. It 
should rather include a few definite 
objectives, which may perhaps be the 
most important problems which we 
may reasonably expect to solve 
through united effort, in a reasonable 
time. Other matters may be taken up 
later, as the chamber's program is re- 
vised from time to time. The adop- 
tion of a program of work means that, 
instead of the work of the chamber 
being conducted on the hit or miss 
plan, every accomplishment achieved 
will be in the nature of a definite step 
forward in the proper development of 
the city, that we are going to build 
thoughtfully and constructively for 
the future rather than to let the future 
take care of itself. 

To do effective work, an organiaztion 
must be adequately financed. In fact 
it is difficult for any but an adequately 
financed organization to command the 
full respect of its community, or the 
support of its people. If a need for a 
chamber of commerce is recognized in 
a community, and that community de- 
sires a chamber of commerce, it should 
plan to support it. 

Chambers of commerce are generally 
supported by the membership fees of 
its members. All have a form of ac- 
tive membership, in which all mem- 
bers pay similar fees and from which 
the major support of the organiza- 
tion is derived. Many chambers of 
commerce also have special forms of 
membership, for firms and corpora- 
tions. banks, etc.: maintain special 
funds provided through annual sub- 
scriptions, or impose extra assess- 
ments upon members of certain di- 
visions of activity, for the valuable 
direct service that these may render. 
All of these plans, of course, supple- 
ment the revenue derived from the 
regular form of active membership. 
Many chambers have only one form 
of membership but greatly increase 
their income through asking the in- 
dustries of their city, banks, large 
mercantile establishments, and pub- 
lic-spirited citizens who can afford it. 
to take multiple or plural member- 
ships. 

Entirely aside from the matter of 
income, it will be to our advantage to 
make the membership of the Newton 
Chamber as large as possible. To 
make our work most effective, the 
membership must be sufficiently large 
to reflect accurately the sentiment 
and desires of the entire community 
as a whole. It should be large enough, 
and representative enough, to apply 
effectively the combined force and in- 
fluence of its members to the solu- 
tion of any municipal or civic prob- , 
lem. or to cope successfully with any 
sudden emergency that may confront 
the community. And. with a truly 
reperesentative membership, we will 
find it impossible to serve our mem- 
bers without also serving the com- 
munity as a whole. It is obvious that 
the first thing to do in Newton is to 
increase our membership. Every 
present member who believes in the 
possibilities of a chamber of com- 
merce, and who recognizes the need 
for such an organization in Newton, 
can help materially by discussing the 
matter of membership in the Cham- 
ber with their friends and business 
acquaintances, and by securing their 
application for membership. A mem- 
bership campaign, at what may seem 
to be the proper time, will undoubted- 
ly be an essential feature of any effort 
to create an efficient and adequately 
financed chamber. A membership 
cumpnign is not conducted for the 
purpose of inducing citizens to join 
the chamber against their will, but 
rather to make sure that the entire 
city is systematically covered, that 
everyone is given an opportunity to 
join the chamber, and that the story 
of the chamber, its opportunities, and 
its plans, is taken directly to every 
citizen who ought to he interested. It 
should be a campaign of education us 
well us one of membership. 

As many of you know, a special 
"Contingency fund” is being raised 
to assist in the reorganization of the 
Newton Chamber. Several have al- 
ready responded with contributions of 
$25 each, and it is hoped to make this 
fund amount to $1000. I do not un- 
derstand that this plan is to lie con- 
tinued. with annual contributions, but 
is merely to assist in the apparently 
necessary reorganization of the New- 
ton Chamber, which now seems to be 
well under way. 

To make for greater efficiency, and i 
greater economy of operation. I be- 
lieve tho budget plan should be adopt- 
ed by the Newton Chamber as soon as 
possible. While some organizations 
arrange their budget to tit their in- 
come, I believe a more satisfactory 
way is to first determine your budget, 
ami then devise plans tor building 
your income to provide for the budget. 
These details, however, will soon be 
placed in competent hands. I believe, 
as a part of the reorganization plans 
already belug worked out.

Our task, as I see it. is not merely 
to organize a chamber of commerce, 
but to organize one that will meet as 
nearly as possible the exact needs of 
the city, and the desires of its mem- 
bers. The type of organization that 
we shall have, and the work that it 
will do. will be — and should be — de- 
termined only by the opportunities for 
service to Newton and its people, and 
by the opinions of its members as to 
what a chamber of commerce can and 
should do in Newton. We may find 
it necessary to create a somewhat dif- 
ferent type of organization from that 
maintained in the ordinary city.

any individual or by any small groups 


It may he well to sny at this time 
that because your directors have seen 
fit to engage a full-time secretary, it 
does not necessarily follow that you 
are to have an efficient chamber of 
commerce. Much more than this is 
needed. Without enthusiastic coop- 
eration on the part of members, and 
the cordial support of the community 
as a whole, we can make no real 
progress. The modern chamber of 
commerce means much more than 
getting together, and sticking togeth- 
er. It means working together. Gen- 
tlemen. this proposition is up to you. 
A full-time secretary can only see thnt 
the machinery is properly assembled, 
and lubricated, and steer the ship. If 
we are to get nnywhere, the motive 
power must he furnished by the citi- 
zens of Newton themselves. 

Voluntary service on the part of 
members, and the extent to which we 
may be able to command this service, 
and make use of it, will largely deter- 
mine our success. There are a great 
many things that can be better done 
by an interested member than by any 
paid secretary. We must have effi- 
cient and willing officers. There will 
be many opportunities for important 
service upon Committees of the Cham- 
ber. If we can develop a desire and a 
disposition on the part of each mem- 
ber to do his share, the demands upon 
the time of each individual will be 
comparatively small, while the aggre- 
gate results are apt to surprise us all. 

Personally, I do not favor the ap- 
pointment of a large number of stand- 
ing committees, in fact no more than 
are absolutely necessary. I am rather 
inclined to favor the appointment of 
special committees to do each special 
task, believe it is a part of the job 
of the paid secretary to stay with each 
special committee until it has accom- 
plished the particular thing which it 
was appointed to do, and that the com- 
mittee should then be discharged. 
When there are new things to be done, 
new committees may be appointed. 
This plan not only distributes the bur- 
den among a greater number of mem- 
bers, but is always developing new 
workers, and new leaders in the work 
of the Chamber and of the community. 
And I believe there is nothing which 
discourages a willing worker more 
than to be appointed to a standing 
committee which has nothing to do. 

I feel I should point out at this 
time that I am not presuming to tell 
the Newton Chamber of Commerce 
what It should and should not do. 
Those things can be best determined 
by the members, who are better quali- 
fied through long residence to know 
the needs of the city. I am seeking 
to present suggestions rather than 
definite recommendations, and to assist 
in the adaptation of successful meth- 
ods of other chambers to the work of 
the Newton Chamber, in any way that 
we can. 

In conclusion, may I suggest that 
we keep before us the thought that 
the chief objective of the Newton 
Chamber should be the advancement 
of the entire community, with individ- 
ual development and service as a by- 
product. And that the Chamber should 
not he a medium through which we

Aldermen Approve Plans lor Junior High School 
at Newlonville. New Parkway Suggested 


The aldermen acted upon two Im- 
portant matters at its meeting on 
Monday evening, passing an appropri- 
ation of $318,000 for a new school 
huildfng on Walnut and Crafts streets 
in Newtonville and ordering a hearing 
on Dec. 5 on a proposed new street 
connecting (with the aid of Water- 
town) the boulevard now constructed 
to Maple and Jefferson streets, with 
Washington street, at Channing street. 

President Harriman was in the 
chair and Aldermen Madden and Mc- 
Auslan were the only members absent. 

Hearings were held on Edison poles 
on Albemarle road and on a building 
line on Beacon street near the rail- 
road bridge at Waban at which no one 
appeared and on which orders were 
subsequently adopted. 

Alderman Nichols, by direction of 
the President, drew the following 
names to act as jurors at the Superior 
Court: for Nov. 28, Walter M. Lucas, 
Hunter street; and David A. Ambrose, 
Ridge road; for Dec. 5, Frank L. H. 
Nason, Woodland road, Arthur J. Fre- 
mault. Pond street, and Joseph E. 
Crandell, Watertown street. 

The mayor’s appointment of Law- 
rence E. Keen as a Public Weigher 
was confirmed. 

The mayor also sent in a large 
number of requests for additional ap- 
propriations, including $6000 for sew- 
er House connections, $500 for For- 
estry Building, $5000 for Water meters, 
$217 for new automobile for Police 
Dept.. $100 for Law Dept, expenses, 
$13,500 for various street items, $400 
for Care of Police Buildings, $1400 for 
Fire Dept., $500 for the Building de- 
partment and additional money for 
Charity Dept. He also revised to $1500 
his previous recommendation of $2000 
for land damages for George Soire. 


Petitions of P. A. McVicar, Hugh E. 
Devine and A. M. I^onard for renewal 
of auctioneer licenses, of Muirhead 
and Cohen for 5 private garages on 
Pearl street, Henry L. Whittlesey for 
private garage on Chestnut street, of 
Masten & Wells Co. to manufacture 
fireworks on Needham street, of the 
Edison Co. for underground in Brook 
and Washington streets were granted. 
Other petitions were received for pri- 
vate garages from Mrs. B. M. Hall, 
Cedtral avenue, W. J. Donalds, Pine 
Grove avenue and Emmanuel DeFazio, 
Auburndale avenue. Residents of 
Fair Oaks avenue protested against 
a proposed sewer in that street and a 
hearing will be given them on the 
matter. 

The select committee reported that 
it had perambulated the boundary lino 
between Boston and Newton. 

On recommendation of committees, 
no action necessary was accepted 
on the proposed widening of Jef- 
ferson street and on matter of 
trees on Beacon street, Waban, report 
of the city engineer on the water sup- 
ply and a communication from H. F. 
Stimpson relative to betterments which 
may be assessed on streets in Chest- 
nut hill district, were placed on file, 
curbing on Green street and laying 
out of Walnut and Dedham streets 
were referred to the next city govern- 
ment, sewers were ordered construct- 
ed in Nathan road and Commonwealth 
avenue, $1500 additional voted for 
land damages to George Soire, corner 
of Washington street and Charlesbank 
road, workmen’s compensation voted 
to Frank Salvucci, soldiers relief 
granted F. P. Howland, Gammons and 
Byfield roads laid out with land dam- 
ages of $1010, a temporary clerk au-

It owns no manufacturing plant in 
West Newton, and is not authorized to 
transact any business in this State. 
The Collins Development Company 
was organized under the laws of Mas- 
sachusetts in June, 1919, with a capi- 
tal of $100,000, of which $300 was is- 
sued for cash, and $99,700 for "Inven- 
tions." 

On March 10, 1921, according to a 
statement filed April 22, 1921, and 

sworn to by Mr. Collins, this Company 
was located at 69 Highland avenue. 
Newtonville (which is Mr. Collins’ 
home address), and owned $100 in 
machinery, $37.12 cash, and $100,000 
in patent rights. It owns no manu- 
ally tangible property in Newton so 
far as known to the City Board of 
Assessors. 

I am informed that Mr. Collins is an 
inventor engaged In perfecting his 
ideas and devices, and that for this 
purpose he rents a small room in a 
West Newton factory which is owned 
and operated by interests with which

thorized in the Buildings Dept., $1225 
voted for additional copies of the 
Planning board report, $125 voted for 
lire hydrant at Unveil and Common- 
wealth avenues, $165.18 voted for la- 
borers’ Pensions, $500 for Military Aid, 
$S6.2tl for payment of tuition on New- 
ton pupils in outside institutions and 
$69.14 voted to settle land damage 
claim of J, T. Hums. Jr. A request 
for $50 for community use of schbol 
halls was refused. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petition of O. 1). Brett for a 20 stall 
garage, corner of Park and Washing- 
ton streets, on petition of I tester E. 
Grant for a gas filling station at 436 
Lexington street and on Edison poles 
on Waltham street. 

A majority of the License committee 
reported favorably on the petition of 
the Jenny Co. to locate a gas filling 
station corner of Walnut and Beacon 
streets on condition that land is given 
for the future widening of Walnut 
street, the corners of the street round- 
ed and exits and entrances to be ap- 
proved by the city engineer. The re- 
port was opposed by Aldermen Ross 
and Heathcote and favored by Aider- 
man Blake and the permit was grant- 
ed by a voice vote. 

There was a long discussion over the 
order for $313,000 for the new school 
building at Newtonville. Alderman 
Pratt, who introduced the order last 
July, placing a limit of $325,000 on the 
total cost of the work (the present 
figures exceeding that sum by about 
$50,000) called attention to the dis- 
crepancy between figures given by the 
state department of education of the 
cost of a similar school at Framing- 
ham and the new school here. The 
cost seemed to he reasonable, he said, 
but he stated that where Framingham 
had SS6 cubic feet per pupil, Newton 
had 1320— where Framingham had a 
cost of $310 per pupil above the 
ground, Newton was $436. Alderman 
Whidden then made a long explana- 
tion showing how the figure of $313,- 
000 had been built up, said the hoard 
was in error last July In fixing a limit 
of $325,000, and that the number of 
bids showed that the cost was rea- 
sonable. He then talked for consider- 
able time on the matter of a Junior 
High School, saying that while this 
building could be used for a grade 
school it was much too large for that 
purpose and he hoped it would he 
used as a Junior High school. He 
gave figures to show how this use

would relieve the senior high school 
at once or one part of its freshman class 
and would relieve the grade schools in 
the teams. Mann. Claflln and part, of 
the Peirce districts. He predicted that 
the Junior High School planned for 
the West Newton-Auburndale district 
would not ho needed in 5 years and 
that would give time to experiment 
wit lithe Junior High idea at Newton- 
villi*. 

Alderman Blake asked a series of 
questions of Chairman Kent of the 
School committee, mostly aimed nt 
the bathing facilities provided in the 
new building. The architect, Mr. E. I. 
Leeds, said when called on that the 
cost of 30 1-4 cents per cubic foot was 
exceedingly low when the amount of 
fireproofing and equipment were con- 
sidered and the low price received was 
due to the careful specifications and 
the fact that the low bidder wanted to 
keep his organization together. He 
said that the Framingham school had 
cost 38 cents per cubic foot and while 
carefully planned was poorly executed. 
The Newton building was so planned 
that the showers and toilets could be 
used in summer when the rest of the 
building was closed and the auditor- 
ium could also he used separately 
from the rest of the building. 

Near the end of the discussion Mr. 
Leeds answered Alderman Pratt’s 
queries by saying that the figures of 
the Newton school were based on a 
seating capacity of 674 pupils. Most 
architects, he said, reckon on all the 
space In obtaining figures, in which 
case the Newton figure would be $1273 
making a co»t of but $360 instead of 
$436 and if the auditorium was omit- 
ted would further reduce the cost to 
$231. In cubical contents per pupil. 
Mr. Leeds claimed that Newton had 
lunch room, bathing, drying, printing 
and woodworking shops, where Fram- 
ingham had none or far less space 
devoted to those matters. 

Alderman Heathcote referred to the 
fact that the board had so far refused 
to endorse the Junior High school 
plan and wanted to know if the action 
was taken on the order just how the 
board would stand on the matter. Al- 
derman Nichols said the question was 
one of educational policy and that the 
school committee, who were directly 
responsible to the people, had the sole 
authority in that respect. The aider- 
men merely furnish the building and 
could not dictate the educational pol- 
icy of the city. 

The order was then passed unani- 
mously. 

Following a long committee confer- 
ence, a hearing was assigned in Dec. 
5 on the proposed parkway from Cen- 
tre street. Newton, to Washington 
street, cutting diagonally across the 
land at corner of Centre and Carle- 
ton streets, Pearl, and Peabody streets 
to Washington street at Channing 
street. 

Alderman Ross introduced an order 
requesting the Mayor to recommend 
$875 for slate blackboards in the Wil- 
liams School, but after some discus- 
sion over this method of procedure, 
withdrew his order. 

Following another recess, the Fi- 
nance committee reported an order 
authorizing the treasurer to receive 
money advanced for sewer house con- 
nections and to repay any balance 
which might remain after the work 
was done and voted $750 for preparing 
bonds 

The board deemed it inexpedient to 
appropriate $50 for the community use 
of school halls. Adjourned at 10.55 P.M.

preventive measures whereby we aim 
to conserve the lives of the children 
of our city, nnd. although our local 
work is still of recent undertaking it 
has interested favorably committees 
from other cities as for instance from 
Brooklino and Cambridge, while one 
of our workers was sent to Cleve- 
land, Ohio, to explain our aims and 
accomplishments. 

We ask you to purchase Christmas 
Seals to help Newton children by 
making it possible to continue the 
work already started and to do as 
much more as the state of our treas- 
ury will permit. 

During the past year the Health 
Clubs have been carried on at the 
play grounds in addition to which 
there have been three health classes 
or nutrition clinics in conjunction 
with the health work of the school 
department. At these clinics nearly 
One Thousand Children were weighed 
and measured. The data thus ob- 
tained was of value in determining 
the need of hospital treatment for 
which arrangements were accordingly 
made. Milk was supplied to a num- 
ber of families and vacations given to 
a few children predisposed to disease. 

The services of a nurse were re- 
quired during the winter months but 
four workers were employed during 
the summer activities. 

The doctors have given unsparingly 
of their time and skill and it is ear- 
nestly hoped that the citizens of New- 
ton will give as generously of their 
means that by preventive measures 
we may do much to lessen the rav- 
ages of tuberculosis which is such a 
serious menace to our people.

I^aat week we asked our readers be- 
fore casting their ballots for mayor at 
the coming city election, to give some 
thought to the problems to he solved 
•by our city government in the next few' 
years. We discussed at that time, 
some of the street improvements which 
are pressing for immediate attention. 
This week we ask you to consider what 
the city has to face in the w'ay of 
building construction. 

During the past ten years, with a 
very large increase in school attend- 
ance. the city has provided hut one 
new school building, the one just fin- 
ished at Waban. The school commit- 
tee and others who have carefully 
studied the subject, strongly urge, not 
only the proposed junior high school 
w’hich w'as authorized last Monday 
night to he built at Newtonville. but 
also show the necessity of another 
junior high school between West New- 
ton and Auburndale. another near 
Eliot, the conversion of the Bigelow* 
and Mason buildings into junior high 
schools, anu the consequent erection 
of new grammar school buildings at 
New’ton and Newton Centre. In addi- 
tion to these school buildings, there is 
urgent need of a new city stable on 
the south side of the city, for which 
the land has already been secured, 
more office room must he provided at 
City Hall, and the Chief of the Fire 
Department shows the necessity of a 
new fire station between Waban and 
West Newrton. 

Can any one doubt the desirablity of 
having this expensive program care- 
fully studied and the utmost care used 
in the selection of architects and the 
supervision of the plans for such 
buildings as it becomes necessary to 
build them? Do the tax. payers of 
New'ton approve of the selection of an 
architect by drawing a name from 
among others placed in a hat. a^ in 
the case of the Waban school, or do 
they prefer business methods followed 
in this, as well as in all other branch- 
es of city work. Mr. Leon B. Rogers 
stands for a business administration 
of city affairs and his record shows 
that he is well qualified for the office 
of mayor of Newton.

Altho he favors mak- 
ing the term of office three years rath- 
er than two years, as at present, under 
no circumstances will he stand for re- 
electlofi. 

Newton a $90,000,000 Corporation 

The city of Newton is a $90,000,000 
municipal corporation (these being in 
round figures the amount of our tax- 
able property). The mayor has con- 
trol ove’r an annual expenditure of 
about $3,000,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money. Not only a man of high char- 
acter. hut one also trained in success- 
ful business administration, should he 
entrusted with such a task. He must, 
at the same time be one who will fear- 
lessly approach all matters connected 
with the executive management of city 
affairs. 

Business Executive Needed 

Newton needs, has long needed, a 
business executive, a man who will 
constructively co-operate with the 
board of aldermen in his ambition to 
serve "all the people all the time." 

Mr. Rogers has served two years on 
the finance committee of the hoard of 
aldermen. He is known throughout 
the city for the highly commendable 
record made as chairman of the last 
two Red Cross campaigns in Newton 
and his successful leadership of the 
drive which has just raised $80,000 for 
the Newton Hospital. Diplomacy, effi- 
ciency, ability to handle men, — in 
short his qualifications of executive 
administration.- were made clearly 
manifest in these great public welfare 
activities. 

As a captain in the Newton Constab- 
ulary. he served the state during the 
Boston police strike, promptly answer- 
ing the call of Governor Coolidge in 
his determination to maintain law and 
order. 

Rogers am Everyday Man 

Mr. Rogers is intensely human. He 
is an every day man. He has a keen 
sense of civic necessities and responsi- 
bilities and enjoys public service. 

He is in the prime of life, forty-two 
years of age. He is married and has 
three children in our public schools. 

School Problems Pressing 

The school problem, perhaps more j 
than any other, is one which Mr. Rog- j 
ers considers the most pressing in our 
city today. As an ex officio member 
of tile school committee, he would, if 
elected, attend the meetings and par- 
ticipate in the deliberations of the 
school hoard. The record of having at- 1 
tended hut one meeting of the school 
board in eight years (and this is Mr. 
Childs’ record) is not pleasing to those 
who have long realized the importance 
of giving to our school problems, the 
serious and thoughtful attention they 
demand. 

Mr. Rogers’ slogan is more schools 
and better schools. He will use, if 
elected, his utmost endeavor in seeing 
that a wise and comprehensive educa- 
tional program is encouraged. He re- 
gards the failure to build more than 
one school house in our city in ten 
years (and that the Waban school just 
completed) while our school popula- 
tion has increased 30 per cent, us little 
short of a disgrace. 

Women Needed 

Mr. Rogers’ believes that the counsel 
of women is especially needed in the 
work of the playground, library, health 
and charity departments, and so far 
as the city ordinances permit, he will 
if elected, add representation of wo- 
men in these important departments 
of the city’s social activities. 

Mayor a Trustee 

Mr. Rogers stands for greater effi- 
ciency in city management. He sees 
the needs of economies and a more 
vigorous handling of some depart- 
ments. He will promise a square deal 
to every city employee hut will insist 
in having one hundred cents of ser- 
vice for every dollar in the pay enve- 
lope. He believes that, as the Mayor 
is the trustee for the tax payers, they 
have the right to demand a rigid ac- 
counting of every dollar expended. 

The citizens of Newton are fortunate 
in having un opportunity to vote for 
u mull who is not a politician, lias no 
political aspirations, a man literully 
"drafted” into service by public spir- 
ited citizens, a man whose service as 
Mayor would mean a genuine sacri- 
fice of his business, and yet who is 
willing to respond, us ho hus alwuys 
responded in the past with the best 
that is in him for the public good.

Members of the Woman’s Club of 
Newton Highlands, under the direction 
of Mrs. Lawson W. Oakes, are to pre- 
sent "The Amazons,” by Pinero, Tues- 
day afternoon, December 6. to club 
members, and to the public Wednesday 
evening.

DEATH OF EDWARD If. CUTLER 

Edward Hutchins Gutler, successive- 
ly principal of the Bridgewater Acad- 
emy, the high school at Providence, 
K. I., the Newton High School and of 
Mr. Cutler’s Preparatory School at 
Newton, which he established in 1887, 
died last Friday morning at his home 
on Linder Terrace in Newton. 

Mr. Cutler was horn at Killlngley, 
which later was Danielsonvllle and is 
now Danielson, Conn., on Sept. 29, 
1835, the son of Simon Bolivar Cutler 
and Frances Oramont (Cory) Cutler. 
He prepared at the Providence High 
School for admission to college and 
entered Brown University in 1853. He 
took the first prize in Greek, on his 
entrance examinations and while in 
college he took three firsts in mathe- 
matics, a first and a second in Latin 
and a first and a second in Greek. He 
was graduated at the head of his class 
and was its valedictorian and its 
president. He graduated with the de- 
gree of Master of Arts and received 
also a certificate as Civil Engineer. In 
1858 he was assistant librarian at 
Brown, and in I860 became an in- 
structor in mathematics. 

In 1861 Mr. Cutler settled in Bridge- 
water as principal of the Bridgewater 
Academy and there, on Aug. 15, 1866. 
he was married to Alice Wadsworth 
Alden, daughter of Dr. Samuel and 
Mary Hyde Alden, and a lineal de- 
scendant of John Alden. In 1865 Mr. 
Cutler became an instructor at the 
Providence, R. I., high school, and la- 
ter he became its principal. He be- 
came in 1880 principal of the Newton 
High School and in 1887 he established 
his preparatory school, which he con- 
ducted until about ten or twelve years 
ago. Since 1881 he has made his home 
in Newton. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cutler celebrated their 
golden wedding in 1916, at which time 
six of their seven children were liv- 
ing. In 1918 he lost his son, Henry 
Cutler, and in 1920 his wife. Mr. Cut- 
ler was a member of the Zeta Psi 
fraternity, of the Phi Beta Kappa, and 
was a charter member of the New 
England Association of Colleges and 
Preparatory Schools. He was also 
clerk and senior warden of Grace 
Church. Newton, and secretary and 
president of The Tuesday Club.

zation worker, for a small fund from 
which she can draw to provide social 
features for her groups. The board 
appropriated $10 toward the fund. 

Mrs. B. W. Godsoe. chairman of Ed- 
ucation, announced the opening of the 
Christmas Seals Campaign pn Novem- 
ber 25. She brought up the inadequate 
lighting conditions in the high and 
elementary schools, and presented 
three petitions for signatures of the 
presidents of the various clubs to be 
sent to the mayor, to the aldermen and 
to the school committee. She urged 
the delegates to call lip their respec- 
tive aldermen and bring this matter to 
their attention. 

From the Home Economics commit- 
tee came the message that it is look- 
ing into tile question of milk for the 
State and institutional children, with 
a view to seeing that these have it in 
the schools, if they are not otherwise 
supplied. 

Mrs. Abbott Rice, chairman of the 
Legislative Committee, reported a con- 
ference called to consider the Unifica- 
tion of the Prison System, of Massa- 
chusetts: she mentioned the passage 
of the Shepard-Towner bill by Con- 
gress, and called' attention to a course 
of lectures being given at the Boston 
Public Library on Saturday mornings 
under the auspices of the Civil Service 
department of the State Federation, at 
which representatives of the different 
State Departments will speak. 


Members of the Auburmlale Wo- 
man's Club were intensely interested 
in the lecture given by Dr. William 
Harman van Allen at the meeting on 
Tuesday afternoon. Under the topic 
"News from the Old Country,” Dr. van 
Allen told of conditions in England as 
he found them last summer. England 
has the greatest need of our friendship, 
and we must do all in our power to up- 
hold- her. There is a great amount of 
propaganda being spread abroad, in- 
tended to stir us up against her, which 
must be suppressed. The people are 
laboring under tremendous burdens 
from the government taxes, for instead 
of spreading the payment of its war 
debts over a period of years, it is try- 
ing to pay up quickly, with the result 
that tlie desire of the people to rise 
above the!** difficulties is well-nigh 
crushed out of them. He told of the 
efforts being made to deal with the 
unemployment situation, of the 
changed social conditions through the 
sale and dividing up of many of the 
large estates, which their owners can 
no longer afford to keep, and of many 
other points which* stirred the hearts 
of his audience to a fuller conception 
of what that country has and is suffer- ; 
ing from the war.
